Resolution  urging  the  California  State  Legislature  to  pass  Assembly  Bill  2372 
introduced  by  Assemblymembers  Ammiano  and  Bocanegra,  that  will  clarify  the 
definition  of  "change  of  ownership"  in  current  law  for  commercial  property  to  prevent 
cases  where  100%  change  of  ownership  occurs,  but  reassessment  is  avoided. 

WHEREAS,  The  state's  current  system  for  assessing  and  taxing  commercial  and 
industrial  property  is  riddled  with  loopholes,  providing  property  owners  with  innumerable  ways 
to  structure  change  of  ownership  transactions  to  avoid  paying  higher  taxes;  and 

WHEREAS,  In  San  Francisco  the  tax  burden  on  residential  property  owners  has 
increased  from  56%  to  71  %  since  the  passage  of  proposition  13,  while  the  burden  on 
commercial  property  owners  in  San  Francisco  has  decreased  by  12%;  and 

WHEREAS,  Commercial  property  is  held  in  many  complex  ways  (limited  liability 
corporations,  limited  partnerships,  real  estate  investment  trusts,  family  trusts,  publicly  traded 
corporations,  etc.)  it  is  often  difficult  to  identify  a  "change  of  ownership"  under  current  law,  and 
very  easy  to  avoid  a  "change  of  ownership"  even  when  a  sale  occurs  that  should  trigger  a 
reassessment;  and 

WHEREAS,  Current  law  allows  billions  of  dollars  of  valuable  business  property  to  be 
vastly  under  assessed,  creating  great  differences  in  taxes  paid  among  property  owners, 
resulting  in  inadequate  funding  of  local  governments,  schools  and  infrastructure  projects;  and 

WHEREAS,  Current  law  requires  that  commercial  properties  be  taxed  on  their  full 
market  value  if  a  "change  of  ownership"  occurs.  "A  change  of  ownership"  triggers

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residents  of  the  City  and  in  furtherance  of  the  health,  safety,  and  welfare  of  the  public  for  the 
City  to  assist  in  the  financing  of  multi-family  rental  housing  units;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Acting  under  and  pursuant  to  the  powers  reserved  to  the  City  under 
Sections  3,  5,  and  7  of  Article  XI  of  the  Constitution  of  the  State  of  California  and  Sections 
1.101  and  9.107  of  the  Charter,  the  City  has  enacted  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco 
Residential  Mortgage  Revenue  Bond  Law  (the  "City  Law"),  constituting  Article  I  of  Chapter  43 
of  the  San  Francisco  Administrative  Code,  in  order  to  establish  a  procedure  for  the 
authorization,  issuance  and  sale  of  residential  mortgage  revenue  bonds  by  the  City  for  the 
purpose  of  providing  funds  to  encourage  the  availability  of  adequate  housing  and  home 
finance  for  persons  and  families  of  low  or  moderate  income,  and  to  develop  viable 
communities  by  providing  decent  housing,  enhanced  living  environments,  and  increased 
economic  opportunities  for  persons  and  families  of  low  or  moderate  income;  and, 

WHEREAS,  In  addition,  pursuant  to  Division  31  of  the  Health  and  Safety  Code  of  the 
State  of  California,  and  particularly  Chapter  7  of  Part  5  thereof  (the  "State  Law"),  the  City  is 
empowered  to  issue  and  sell  bonds  for  the  purpose  of  making  mortgage  loans  or  otherwise 
providing  funds  to  finance  the  development  of  multi-family  rental  housing  including  units  for 
lower  income  households  and  very  low  income  households;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Double  Rock  Ventures,  LLC,  a  limited  liability  corporation  (or  any 
successor  thereto  including  any  successor  owner  of  the  Project,  the  "Developer"),  desires  to 
construct  a  93-unit  affordable  residential  rental  housing  development  located  at  2600  Arelious 
Walker  Drive,  San  Francisco,  California  94124  (the  "Project");  and, 

WHEREAS,  the  Developer  has  requested  that  the  City  assist  in  the  financing  of  the 
Project  through  the  issuance  of  one  or  more  series  of  tax-exempt  mortgage  revenue  bonds 
(the  "Bonds");  and, 
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WHEREAS,  The  City  expects  that  proceeds  of  the  Bonds  will  be  used  to  pay  certain 
costs  incurred  in  connection  with  the  Project  prior  to  the  date  of  issuance  of  the  Bonds;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  City  intends  to  issue  the  Bonds  in  an  amount  not  to  exceed 
$32,500,000  and  to  loan  the  proceeds  of  the  Bonds  to  the  Developer  (the  "Loan")  to  finance 
the  costs  of  the  Project;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Board  of  Supervisors  has  determined  that  the  moneys  advanced  and 
to  be  advanced  to  pay  certain  expenditures  of  the  Project  are  or  will  be  available  only  for  a 
temporary  period  and  it  is  necessary  to  reimburse  such  expenditures  with  respect  to  the 
Project  from  the  proceeds  of  the  Bonds;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Section  1.150-2  of  the  United  States  Treasury  Regulations  requires  that 
the  Board  of  Supervisors  declare  its  reasonable  official  intent  to  reimburse  prior  expenditures 
for  the  Project  with  proceeds  of  the  Bonds;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  interest  on  the  Bonds  may  qualify  for  tax  exemption  under  Section 
103  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Code  of  1986,  as  amended  (the  "Code"),  only  if  the  Bonds  are 
approved  in  accordance  with  Section  147(f)  of  the  Code;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  City  now  wishes  to  approve  the  issuance  of  the  Bonds  in  order  to 
satisfy  the  public  approval  requirements  of  Section  147(f)  of  the  Code;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Project  is  located  wholly  within  the  City;  and, 

WHEREAS,  On  May  1 1 ,  2014,  the  City  caused  a  notice  stating  that  a  public  hearing 
with  respect  to  the  issuance  of  the  Bonds  would  be  held  by  the  Mayor's  Office  of  Housing  and 
Community  Development  and  Community  Development  on  May  27,  2014,  to  appear  in  The 
San  Francisco  Chronicle,  which  is  a  newspaper  of  general  circulation  in  the  City;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Mayor's  Office  of  Housing  and  Community  Development  held  the 
public  hearing  described  above  on  August  30,  2013  and  an  opportunity  was  provided  for

WHEREAS,  This  Board  of  Supervisors  is  the  elected  legislative  body  of  the  City  and  is 
the  applicable  elected  representative  authorized  to  approve  the  issuance  of  the  Bonds  within 
the  meaning  of  Section  147(f)  of  the  Code;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Section  146  of  the  Code  limits  the  amount  of  tax-exempt  private  activity 
bonds,  which  include  qualified  mortgage  bonds,  that  may  be  issued  in  any  calendar  year  by 
entities  within  a  state  and  authorizes  the  legislature  of  each  state  to  provide  the  method  of 
allocating  authority  to  issue  tax-exempt  private  activity  bonds  within  the  respective  state;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Chapter  11.8  of  Division  1  of  Title  2  of  the  Government  Code  of  the  State 
of  California  governs  the  allocation  in  the  State  of  California  of  the  state  ceiling  established  by 
Section  146  of  the  Code  among  governmental  units  in  the  State  having  the  authority  to  issue 
tax-exempt  private  activity  bonds;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Section  8869.85(b)  of  the  Government  Code  requires  that  a  local  agency 
file  an  application  for  a  portion  of  the  state  ceiling  with  or  upon  the  direction  of  the  California 
Debt  Allocation  Committee  ("CDLAC")  prior  to  the  issuance  of  tax-exempt  private  activity 
bonds,  including  qualified  mortgage  bonds;  and, 

WHEREAS,  CDLAC  procedures  require  an  applicant  for  a  portion  of  the  state  ceiling  to 
certify  to  CDLAC  that  applicant  has  on  deposit  an  amount  equal  to  one-half  of  one  percent 
(1/2%)  of  the  amount  of  allocation  requested  not  to  exceed  $100,000.00;  now,  therefore  be  it 

RESOLVED,  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  as 
follows: 

Section  1 .  The  Board  of  Supervisors  finds  and  determines  that  the  foregoing  recitals 
are  true  and  correct. 
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Section  2.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  adopts  this  Resolution  for  purposes  of 
establishing  compliance  with  the  requirements  of  Section  1.150-2  of  the  United  States 
Treasury  Regulations.  This  Resolution  does  not  bind  the  Board  of  Supervisors  to  issue  the 
Bonds,  approve  the  Loan  or  to  make  any  expenditure,  incur  any  indebtedness  or  proceed  with 
the  Project. 

Section  3.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  hereby  declares  its  official  intent  under  United 
States  Treasury  Regulations  Section  1.150-2  to  use  proceeds  of  the  Bonds  to  reimburse 
expenditures  incurred  in  connection  with  the  Project.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  hereby  further 
declares  its  intent  to  use  such  proceeds  to  reimburse  the  Developer  for  actual  expenditures 
made  by  the  Developer  on  the  Project. 

Section  4.  On  the  date  of  the  expenditure  to  be  reimbursed,  all  reimbursable  costs  of 
the  Project  will  be  of  a  type  properly  chargeable  to  a  capital  account  under  general  federal 
income  tax  principles. 

Section  5.  The  maximum  principal  amount  of  debt  expected  to  be  issued  for  the  Project 
is  $32,500,000. 

Section  6.  This  Board  of  Supervisors,  as  the  applicable  elected  representative  of  the 
governmental  unit  having  jurisdiction  over  the  area  in  which  the  Project  is  located,  hereby 
approves  the  issuance  of  the  Bonds  for  purposes  of  Section  147(f)  of  the  Code. 

Section  7.  This  approval  of  the  issuance  of  the  Bonds  by  the  City  is  neither  an  approval 
of  the  underlying  credit  issues  of  the  proposed  Project  nor  an  approval  of  the  financial 
structure  of  the  Bonds. 

Section  8.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  hereby  authorizes  the  Director,  or  his  designee  of 
the  Mayor's  Office  of  Housing  and  Community  Development  (the  "Director"),  on  behalf  of  the 
City,  to  submit  an  application  (the  "Application"),  and  such  other  documents  as  may  be 
required,  to  CDLAC  pursuant  to  Government  Code  Section  8869.85  for  an  allocation  for  the 
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Project  of  a  portion  of  the  state  ceiling  for  private  activity  bonds  in  a  principal  amount  not  to 
exceed  $32,500,000. 

Section  9.  An  amount  equal  to  $100,000  ("Deposit")  is  hereby  authorized  to  be  held  on 
deposit  in  connection  with  the  Application  and  the  applicable  CDLAC  procedures,  and  the 
Director  is  authorized  to  certify  to  CDLAC  that  such  funds  are  available;  which  Deposit  shall 
consist  of  a  restriction  on  cash  in  the  Hotel  Tax  Fund  established  pursuant  to  Section  515.01 
of  Article  7  of  the  San  Francisco  Business  and  Tax  Regulations  Code  (the  "Hotel  Tax  Fund"). 

Section  10.  If  the  City  receives  a  CDLAC  allocation  and  the  applicable  issuance 
requirements  are  not  met.  the  Mayor's  Office  of  Housing  and  Community  Development  is 
hereby  authorized  to  cause  an  amount  equal  to  the  Deposit  to  be  paid  to  the  State  of 
California  from  the  Hotel  Tax  Fund,  if  required  by  CDLAC. 

Section  11.  The  officers  and  employees  of  the  City  and  the  Director  are  hereby 
authorized  and  directed,  jointly  and  severally,  to  do  any  and  all  things  necessary  or  advisable 
to  consummate  the  receipt  of  an  allocation  from  CDLAC  and  otherwise  effectuate  the 
purposes  of  this  Resolution,  and  all  actions  previously  taken  by  such  officers  and  employees 
with  respect  to  the  Project,  including  but  not  limited  to  the  submission  of  the  application  to 
CDLAC,  are  hereby  ratified  and  approved. 

Section  12.  This  Resolution  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its  adoption  by  the  Board 
and  approval  by  the  Mayor.

(TIDA)  was  created  to  replace  the  City  as  the  LRA  and  to  serve  as  a  single  entity  responsible

WHEREAS,  TIDA,  acting  by  and  through  its  Board  of  Directors  (the  TIDA  Board),

WHEREAS.  In  2003  after  a  competitive  bid  process,  the  TIDA  Board  selected  Treasure 
Island  Community  Development,  LLC  (the  Developer)  as  the  proposed  master  developer  of 
the  Base  (excluding  certain  property  to  be  retained  by  the  U.S.  Coast  Guard  and  the  U.S.  Job 
Corps),  and 

WHEREAS,  In  2006  a  Development  Plan  and  Term  Sheet  for  the  Redevelopment  of

Resolution  urging  the  Department  of  Public  Works  to  designate  the  public  right-of-way 
between  Fort  Mason  and  Visitacion  Valley  as  eligible  for  installation  of  commerative 
plaques,  pursuant  to  Public  Works  Code,  Section  789.2(a),  in  order  to  identify  and  mark 
points  of  interest  along  of  the  African-American  freedom  trail. 

WHEREAS,  It  is  essential  that  the  significant  contributions,  culture  and  history  of  San 
Francisco's  African  American  population  be  recognized  and  highlighted;  and 

WHEREAS,  A  trail  has  been  identified  by  the  Carlton  B.  Goodlett  Institute  from  the 
northernmost  part  of  San  Francisco  to  the  southernmost  part  to  recognize  the  significant  and 
globally  important  contributions  of  the  African-American  freedom  struggle  in  San  Francisco 
from  the  1800s  through  the  United  San  Francisco  Freedom  Movement;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  trail  will  be  known  as  the  African-American  Freedom  Trail,  consistent 
with  similar  trails  in  30  states  across  the  United  States  and  in  other  major  metropolitan  areas. 
However,  it  would  be  the  first  such  trail  in  the  Western  states;  and 

WHEREAS,  Five  African-American  organizations  founded  in  1852  are  still  active  today 
Third  Baptist  Church,  Bethel  A.M.E.,  First  A.M.E.  Zion,  Hannibal  Lodge  No.  1  and  Victoria 
Lodge  No.  3,  A  2012  scholarly  conference  at  each  of  those  institutions  established  their 
historical  significance;  and 

WHEREAS,  Captain  William  Alexander  Leidesdorff  and  James  Douglass  have  made 
important  contributions  to  the  geography  and  built  environment  of  Yerba  Buena  and  the 
establishment  of  civil  society  in  San  Francisco;  and

WHEREAS,  New  migrants  in  the  1940s  opened  war  industry  jobs  at  the  Hunters  Point 
Naval  Shipyard,  ended  auxiliary  unions,  utilized  the  Fair  Employment  Practices  Committee  to 
establish  standards  in  equal  opportunity,  organized  the  Church-Labor  Coalition  and  created 
pioneering  middle  class  neighborhoods  through  the  financial  resources  assembled  in 
Transbay  Savings  and  Loan  and  other  black-owned  lenders;  and

Resolution  urging  the  California  Legislature  to  prohibit  the  practice  of  clearcut  logging 
in  California  and  enhance  protections  for  California's  forests. 

WHEREAS,  California's  forests  provide  75%  of  California's  clean  water  supply  by 
capturing  snow,  rain,  and  fog  and  then  storing,  filtering,  and  gradually  releasing  water 
throughout  the  year;  and  this  process  increases  humidity  and  rainfall,  cools  temperatures,  and 
helps  protect  us  from  extreme  weather;  and 

WHEREAS,  California's  forests  continuously  remove  carbon  dioxide  from  the  air  and 
store  it  in  trees,  roots,  and  forest  soil,  and  this  natural  process  is  significant  in  the  fight  to 
reverse  the  climate  crisis;  with  deforestation  causing  15%  of  all  greenhouse  gas  emissions, 
and  intact  forests  absorbing  up  to  40%  of  human  caused  carbon  dioxide  releases;  and 

WHEREAS,  California's  forests  provide  other  essential  environmental  services  by 
releasing  oxygen,  preventing  flooding  and  siltation,  and  supporting  a  wide  diversity  of  plant 
and  wildlife;  and 

WHEREAS,  California's  forests  generate  tremendous  social,  cultural,  and  economic 
value  from  recreation,  tourism,  sport  and  commercial  fishing,  and  wood  products;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  widespread  industrial  logging  method  called  clear-cutting  commonly 
involves  the  removal  of  virtually  all  trees  and  vegetation  on  large  tracts,  that  are  then 
cultivated  with  crop-like  plantations  of  even-aged  trees  of  limited  species  (usually  only  one 
species),  with  the  repeated  broad  application  of  toxic  herbicides  used  to  prevent  other  tree 
and  plant  species  from  growing;  and 
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WHEREAS,  Clearcutting,  for  the  purposes  of  this  Resolution,  is  defined  as  any  public 
or  private  forest  management  or  timber  harvest  method  in  which  60%  or  more  of  cubic  tree

WHEREAS,  Clearcutting  also  refers  to  any  forest  management  or  timber  harvesting 
practice  that  results  in  the  above  conditions  and  includes,  but  is  not  limited  to,  methods 
referred  to  as  "even  aged  management,"  "seed  tree  removal,"  "shelterwood  removal,"  "fuels 
reduction,"  "forest  type  conversion,"  "regeneration  cutting,"  "patch  cutting,"  and  "plantation 
forestry;"  and 

WHEREAS,  Timber  and  biotechnology  corporations  are  currently  seeking  legal 
permission  to  openly  cultivate  genetically  engineered  trees  for  clearcut  harvesting  on  tree 
plantations  in  the  United  States,  a  practice  which  threatens  to  further  increase  both  clear-cut 
plantation  forestry  and  toxic  herbicide  application  in  such  forestry;  and  genetically  engineered 
trees  and  their  pollen  are  potentially  hazardous  to  human  health,  wildlife,  and  biological 
integrity  of  wild  tree  and  plant  species;  and 

WHEREAS,  Clearcut  logging  destroys  many  benefits  of  forests,  as  it  contaminates  our

[General  Obligation  Bond  Election  -  Transportation  and  Road  Improvement] 


Resolution  determining  and  declaring  that  the  public  interest  and  necessity  demand 
the  construction,  acquisition,  improvement,  and  retrofitting  of  transportation  and 
transit  related  improvements,  and  other  critical  infrastructure  and  facilities  for 
transportation  system  improvements  and  safety  and  related  costs  necessary  or 
convenient  for  the  foregoing  purposes;  authorizing  landlords  to  pass-through  50%  of 
the  resulting  property  tax  increase  to  residential  tenants  under  Administrative  Code, 
Chapter  37;  providing  for  the  levy  and  collection  of  taxes  to  pay  both  principal  and 
interest  on  such  bonds;  incorporating  the  provisions  of  Administrative  Code,  Sections 
5.30-5.36;  setting  certain  procedures  and  requirements  for  the  election;  finding  that  a 
portion  of  the  proposed  bond  is  not  a  project  under  the  California  Environmental 
Quality  Act  (CEQA)  and  adopting  findings  under  CEQA,  CEQA  Guidelines,  and  San 
Francisco  Administrative  Code,  Chapter  31,  for  the  remaining  portion  of  the  bond;  and 
finding  that  the  proposed  bond  is  in  conformity  with  the  eight  priority  policies  of 
Planning  Code,  Section  101.1(b),  and  with  the  General  Plan  consistency  requirement  of 
Charter  Section  4.105,  and  Administrative  Code,  Section  2A.53. 


WHEREAS,  The  Mayor's  Transportation  Task  Force  (the  "Task  Force")  has  determined 
that  the  City's  street  and  transportation  infrastructure  (the  "Street  and  Transportation  System") 
is  inadequate  to  meet  current  demands  of  City  residents  and  that  the  Street  and 
Transportation  System  is  in  need  of  significant  investment;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Task  Force  estimated  that  the  required  improvements  to  the  Street 
and  Transportation  System  is  approximately  $10.1  billion  over  the  next  15  years;  and 
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WHEREAS,  Continued  under-investment  in  the  Street  and  Transportation  System 
increases  the  risk  of  loss  and  injury  to  City  residents,  impacts  the  economic  vitality  of  the  City, 
reduces  the  City's  ability  to  support  growth  and  reduces  the  quality  of  life;  and 

WHEREAS,  With  adequate  funding  the  City  can  make  significant  investments  in  the 
City's  Street  and  Transportation  System,  including  but  not  limited  to  improved  street  safety  for 
all  users  of  City  streets,  a  more  reliable  and  faster  Muni,  and  better  pedestrian,  bike,  and 
disabled  access  (collectively,  the  "Street  and  Transportation  Project");  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Transportation  and  Road  Improvement  General  Obligation  Bond  (the 
"Bond")  will  provide  a  portion  of  the  funding  for  eligible  investments  within  the  Street  and 
Transportation  Project;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Board  recognizes  the  need  to  safeguard  and  enhance  the  City's 
Street  and  Transportation  System  by  making  significant  investments  therein;  now,  therefore, 
be  it 

RESOLVED,  By  the  Board 

Section  1 .  The  Board  determines  and  declares  that  the  public  interest  and  necessity 
demand  the  acquisition,  construction  and  improvement  of  street,  transportation  and  related 
infrastructure,  and  the  payment  of  related  costs  necessary  or  convenient  for  the  foregoing 
purposes. 

Section  2.  The  estimated  cost  of  $500,000,000  of  the  Bond  is  and  will  be  too  great  to 
be  paid  out  of  the  ordinary  annual  income  and  revenue  of  the  City,  will  require  an  expenditure 
greater  than  the  amount  allowed  by  the  annual  tax  levy,  and  will  require  the  incurrence  of 
bonded  indebtedness  in  an  amount  not  to  exceed  $500,000,000. 

Section  3.  The  Board,  having  reviewed  the  proposed  legislation,  makes  the  following 
findings  in  compliance  with  the  California  Environmental  Quality  Act  ("CEQA"),  California 
Public  Resources  Code  Sections  21000  et  seq.,  the  CEQA  Guidelines,  15  Cal.  Administrative 
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Code  Sections  15000  et  seq.,  ("CEQA  Guidelines"),  and  San  Francisco  Administrative  Code 
Chapter  31  ("Chapter  31"): 

(a)  SFMTA  Transit  Effectiveness  Project. 

(i)  A  portion  of  the  bond  proposal  relates  to  funds  for  SFMTA's  Transit 
Effectiveness  Project  ("TEP").  On  March  27,  2014,  the  San  Francisco  Planning  Commission 
by  Motion  No.  19105  certified  the  Final  Environmental  Impact  Report  for  the  Transit 
Effectiveness  Project  ("TEP  FEIR"),  and  on  March  28,  the  SFMTA  Board  of  Directors  by 
Resolution  No.  14-041  approved  the  TEP  as  described  in  Resolution  No.  14-041,  and  adopted 
findings  under  the  California  Environmental  Quality  Act  ("CEQA"),  the  CEQA  Guidelines,  and 
Chapter  31  of  the  Administrative  Code  ("CEQA  Findings"),  including  findings  rejecting 
alternatives,  adopting  a  mitigation  monitoring  and  reporting  program,  and  adopting  a 
statement  of  overriding  considerations.  Planning  Commission  Motion  No.  19105  and  SFTMA 
Board  Resolution  No.  14-041  are  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  in  File  No.  140508  and 
incorporated  in  this  resolution  by  reference. 

(ii)  The  Planning  Commission  certification  became  final  on  May  22,  2014,  upon 
the  withdrawal  of  the  one  appeal  filed  with  the  Board  of  Supervisors  that  challenged  the 
certification,  which  documentation  is  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  in  File  140326.  The 
Board  has  reviewed  and  considered  the  CEQA  Findings  adopted  by  the  SFMTA  Board, 
including  the  statement  of  overriding  considerations  and  the  mitigation  monitoring  and 
reporting  program,  and  hereby  adopts  the  CEQA  Findings  as  its  own.  The  Board  additionally 
finds  that  the  portion  of  the  bond  proposal  that  relates  to  funds  for  the  TEP  as  reflected  in  the 
ordinance  placing  the  bond  on  the  ballot  is  consistent  with  the  project  as  described  in  the  TEP 
FEIR. 

(iii)  Additionally,  the  Board  finds  that  the  portion  of  the  bond  proposal  that 
relates  to  funds  for  the  TEP  as  reflected  in  the  ordinance  placing  the  bond  on  the  ballot:  (1) 
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does  not  require  major  revisions  in  the  TEP  FEIR  due  to  the  involvement  of  new  significant 
environmental  effects  or  a  substantial  increase  in  the  severity  of  previously  identified 
significant  effects;  (2)  no  substantial  changes  have  occurred  with  respect  to  the 
circumstances  under  which  the  project  analyzed  in  the  TEP  FEIR  will  be  undertaken  that 
would  require  major  revisions  to  the  TEP  FEIR  due  to  the  involvement  of  new  significant 
environmental  effects,  or  a  substantial  increase  in  the  severity  of  effects  identified  in  the  TEP 
FEIR;  and  (3)  no  new  information  of  substantial  importance  to  the  project  analyzed  in  the  TEP 
FEIR  has  become  available  that  would  indicate:  (i)  the  TEP  will  have  significant  effects  not 
discussed  in  the  TEP  FEIR;  (ii)  significant  environmental  effects  will  be  substantially  more 
severe;  (iii)  mitigation  measures  or  alternatives  found  not  feasible  that  would  reduce  one  or 
more  significant  effects  have  become  feasible;  or  (iv)  mitigation  measures  or  alternatives  that 
are  considerably  different  from  those  in  the  TEP  FEIR  will  substantially  reduce  one  or  more 
significant  effects  on  the  environment. 

(b)  For  the  reasons  set  forth  in  the  letter  from  the  Environmental  Review  Officer  of  the 
Planning  Department,  dated  May  28,  2014,  a  copy  of  which  is  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the 
Board  in  File  No.  140508  and  incorporated  in  this  resolution  by  reference,  the  Board  finds  that 
the  portion  of  the  bond  proposal  that  relates  to  funds  for  transportation  and  road 
improvements  other  than  funds  for  implementation  of  improvements  within  the  scope  of  the 
TEP  is  not  subject  to  CEQA  because  as  the  establishment  of  a  government  financing 
mechanism  that  does  not  involve  any  commitment  to  specific  projects  to  be  constructed  with 
bond  funds,  it  is  not  a  project  as  defined  by  CEQA  and  the  CEQA  Guidelines.  The  use  of 
bond  proceeds  to  finance  any  project  or  portion  of  any  project  that  relates  to  funds  for 
transportation  and  road  improvements  other  than  funds  for  implementation  of  improvements 
within  the  scope  of  the  TEP  will  be  subject  to  approval  of  the  Board  upon  completion  of 
planning  and  any  further  required  environmental  review  under  CEQA. 
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Section  4.  The  Board  finds  and  declares  that  the  proposed  Bond  is  (i)  in  conformity 
with  the  priority  policies  of  Section  101.1(b)  of  the  San  Francisco  Planning  Code,  (ii)  in 
accordance  with  Section  4.105  of  the  San  Francisco  Charter  and  Section  2A.53(f)  of  the 
San  Francisco  Administrative  Code,  and  (iii)  consistent  with  the  City's  General  Plan,  and 
adopts  the  findings  of  the  Planning  Department,  as  set  forth  in  the  General  Plan  Referral 
Report  dated  May  28,  2014,  a  copy  of  which  is  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  in  File  No. 
140508  and  incorporates  such  findings  by  reference. 

Section  5.  The  time  limit  for  approval  of  this  resolution  specified  in  Section  2.34  of  the 
San  Francisco  Administrative  Code  is  waived. 

Section  6.  Under  Section  2.40  of  the  San  Francisco  Administrative  Code,  the 
ordinance  submitting  this  proposal  to  the  voters  shall  contain  a  provision  authorizing  landlords 
to  pass-through  50%  of  the  resulting  property  tax  increases  to  residential  tenants  in 
accordance  with  Chapter  37  of  the  San  Francisco  Administrative  Code. 

Section  7.  The  City  hereby  declares  its  official  intent  to  reimburse  prior  expenditures  of 
the  City  incurred  or  expected  to  be  incurred  prior  to  the  issuance  and  sale  of  any  series  of 
bonds  in  connection  with  the  Project  (collectively,  the  "Future  Bonds").  The  Board  hereby 
declares  the  City's  intent  to  reimburse  the  City  with  the  proceeds  of  the  Future  Bonds  for  the 
expenditures  with  respect  to  the  Project  (the  "Expenditures"  and  each,  an  "Expenditure") 
made  on  and  after  that  date  that  is  no  more  than  60  days  prior  to  adoption  of  this  Resolution. 
The  City  reasonably  expects  on  the  date  hereof  that  it  will  reimburse  the  Expenditures  with  the 
proceeds  of  the  Future  Bonds. 

Each  Expenditure  was  and  will  be  either  (a)  of  a  type  properly  chargeable  to  a 
capital  account  under  general  federal  income  tax  principles  (determined  in  each  case  as  of 
the  date  of  the  Expenditure),  (b)  a  cost  of  issuance  with  respect  to  the  Future  Bonds,  (c)  a 
nonrecurring  item  that  is  not  customarily  payable  from  current  revenues,  or  (d)  a  grant  to  a 
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party  that  is  not  related  to  or  an  agent  of  the  City  so  long  as  such  grant  does  not  impose  any 
obligation  or  condition  (directly  or  indirectly)  to  repay  any  amount  to  or  for  the  benefit  of  the 
City.  The  maximum  aggregate  principal  amount  of  the  Future  Bonds  expected  to  be  issued 
for  the  Project  is  $500,000,000.  The  City  shall  make  a  reimbursement  allocation,  which  is  a 
written  allocation  by  the  City  that  evidences  the  City's  use  of  proceeds  of  the  applicable  series 
of  Future  Bonds  to  reimburse  an  Expenditure,  no  later  than  18  months  after  the  later  of  the 
date  on  which  the  Expenditure  is  paid  or  the  Project  is  placed  in  service  or  abandoned,  but  in 
no  event  more  than  three  years  after  the  date  on  which  the  Expenditure  is  paid.  The  City 
recognizes  that  exceptions  are  available  for  certain  "preliminary  expenditures,"  costs  of 
issuance,  certain  de  minimis  amounts,  expenditures  by  "small  issuers"  (based  on  the  year  of 
issuance  and  not  the  year  of  expenditure)  and  expenditures  for  construction  projects  of  at 
least  5  years. 

Section  8.  Documents  referenced  in  this  resolution  are  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the

WHEREAS,  In  addition,  pursuant  to  Division  31  of  the  Health  and  Safety  Code  of  the 
State  of  California,  and  particularly  Chapter  7  of  Part  5  thereof  (the  "State  Law"),  the  City  is 
empowered  to  issue  and  sell  bonds  for  the  purpose  of  making  mortgage  loans  or  otherwise 
providing  funds  to  finance  the  development  of  multi-family  rental  housing  including  units  for 
lower  income  households  and  very  low  income  households;  and 

WHEREAS,  Booker  T.  Washington  Community  Service  Center,  a  California  nonprofit 
public  benefit  corporation  (or  any  successor  thereto)  (the  "Developer"),  desires  to  construct  a 
50-unit  residential  rental  housing  development  for  transitional  age  youth  and  single  person 
households  at  800  Presidio  Avenue  to  be  known  as  The  John  Burton  Foundation  Housing 
Complex  (the  "Project");  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Developer  has  requested  that  the  City  assist  in  the  financing  of  the 
Project  through  the  issuance  of  one  or  more  series  of  tax-exempt  mortgage  revenue  bonds 
(the  "Bonds");  and 
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WHEREAS,  The  City  expects  that  proceeds  of  the  Bonds  will  be  used  to  pay  certain 
costs  incurred  on  and  after  the  date  hereof  in  connection  with  the  Project;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  City  intends  to  issue  the  Bonds  in  an  amount  not  to  exceed 
$15,000,000  to  finance  the  costs  of  the  Project  and  to  loan  the  proceeds  thereof  to  the 
Developer  (the  "Loan");  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Board  of  Supervisors  has  determined  that  the  moneys  advanced  and 
to  be  advanced  to  pay  certain  expenditures  of  the  Project  are  or  will  be  available  only  for  a 
temporary  period  and  it  is  necessary  to  reimburse  all  such  expenditures  made  on  and  after 
the  date  hereof  with  respect  to  the  Project  from  the  proceeds  of  the  Bonds;  and 

WHEREAS,  Section  1.150-2  of  the  Treasury  Regulations  requires  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  to  declare  its  reasonable  official  intent  to  reimburse  prior  expenditures  for  the 
Project  with  proceeds  of  a  borrowing;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  interest  on  the  Bonds  may  qualify  for  tax  exemption  under  Section 
103  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Code  of  1986,  as  amended  (the  "Code"),  only  if  the  Bonds  are 
approved  in  accordance  with  Section  147(f)  of  the  Code;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  City  now  wishes  to  approve  the  issuance  of  the  Bonds  in  order  to 
satisfy  the  public  approval  requirements  of  Section  147(f)  of  the  Code;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Project  is  located  wholly  within  the  City;  and 

WHEREAS,  On  June  1 1 ,  2014,  the  City  caused  a  notice  stating  that  a  public  hearing 
with  respect  to  the  issuance  of  the  Bonds  would  be  held  by  the  Mayor's  Office  of  Housing  and 
Community  Development  on  June  26,  2014,  to  appear  in  The  San  Francisco  Chronicle,  which 
is  a  newspaper  of  general  circulation  in  the  City;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Mayor's  Office  of  Housing  and  Community  Development  has  held  the 
public  hearing  described  above  on  June  26,  2014,  and  an  opportunity  was  provided  for 
persons  to  comment  on  the  issuance  of  the  Bonds  and  the  Project;  and 
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WHEREAS,  This  Board  of  Supervisors  is  the  elected  legislative  body  of  the  City  and  is 
the  applicable  elected  representative  required  to  approve  the  issuance  of  the  Bonds  within  the 
meaning  of  Section  147(f)  of  the  Code;  and 

WHEREAS,  Section  146  of  the  Code  limits  the  amount  of  qualified  mortgage  revenue 
bonds  that  may  be  issued  in  any  calendar  year  by  entities  within  a  state  and  authorizes  the 
legislature  of  such  state  to  provide  the  method  of  allocating  authority  to  issue  qualified 
mortgage  revenue  bonds  within  such  state;  and 

WHEREAS,  Chapter  11.8  of  Division  1  of  Title  2  of  the  Government  Code  of  the  State 
of  California  governs  the  allocation  in  the  State  of  California  of  the  state  ceiling  established  by 
Section  146  of  the  Code  among  governmental  units  in  the  State  having  the  authority  to  issue 
qualified  mortgage  revenue  bonds;  and 

WHEREAS,  Section  8869.85  of  the  Government  Code  requires  a  local  agency  to  file 
an  application  for  a  portion  of  the  state  ceiling  with  or  upon  the  direction  of  the  California  Debt 
Allocation  Committee  (CDLAC)  prior  to  the  issuance  of  qualified  mortgage  revenue  bonds; 
and 

WHEREAS,  CDLAC  procedures  require  an  applicant  for  a  portion  of  the  state  ceiling  to 
certify  to  CDLAC  that  applicant  has  on  deposit  an  amount  equal  to  one-half  of  one  percent 
(1/2%)  of  the  amount  of  allocation  requested;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

RESOLVED,  By  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  as 
follows: 

Section  1 .  The  Board  of  Supervisors  finds  and  determines  that  the  foregoing  recitals 
are  true  and  correct. 

Section  2.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  adopts  this  Resolution  for  purposes  of 
establishing  compliance  with  the  requirements  of  Section  1.150-2  of  the  Treasury 
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Regulations.  This  Resolution  does  not  bind  the  Board  of  Supervisors  to  approve  the  Loan  or 
to  make  any  expenditure,  incur  any  indebtedness  or  proceed  with  the  Project. 

Section  3.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  hereby  declares  its  official  intent  under  Treasury 
Regulations  Section  1 .150-2  and  declares  its  intent  to  use  proceeds  of  indebtedness  to 
reimburse  all  future  expenditures  incurred  in  connection  with  the  Project.  The  Board  of 
Supervisors  hereby  further  declares  its  intent  to  use  such  proceeds  to  reimburse  the 
Developer  for  actual  expenditures  made  by  the  Developer  on  the  Project. 

Section  4.  On  the  date  of  the  expenditure  to  be  reimbursed,  all  reimbursable  costs  of 
the  Project  will  be  of  a  type  properly  chargeable  to  a  capital  account  under  general  federal 
income  tax  principles. 

Section  5.  The  maximum  principal  amount  of  debt  expected  to  be  issued  for  the 
Project  is  $15,000,000. 

Section  6.  This  Board  of  Supervisors,  as  the  applicable  elected  representative  of  the 
governmental  unit  having  jurisdiction  over  the  area  in  which  the  Project  is  located,  hereby 
approves  the  issuance  of  the  Bonds  for  purposes  of  Section  147(f)  of  the  Code. 

Section  7.  This  approval  of  the  issuance  of  the  Bonds  by  the  City  is  neither  an 
approval  of  the  underlying  credit  issues  of  the  proposed  Project  nor  an  approval  of  the 
financial  structure  of  the  Bonds. 

Section  8.  This  approval  of  the  issuance  of  the  Bonds  by  the  City  shall  not  obligate  the 
City  or  any  department  of  the  City  to  (i)  provide  financing  to  the  Developer  for  the  repayment 
of  the  Loan  or  to  issue  the  Bonds  for  purposes  of  such  financing;  (ii)  make  any  contribution  or 
advance  any  funds  to  the  Developer;  or  (iii)  approve  any  application  or  request  for,  or  take  any 
other  action  in  connection  with,  any  environmental,  General  Plan,  zoning  or  any  other  permit 
or  other  regulatory  action  sought  in  connection  with  the  Project. 
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Section  9.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  hereby  authorizes  the  Director  of  the  Mayor's 
Office  of  Housing  and  Community  Development  (the  "Director"),  on  behalf  of  the  City,  to 
submit  an  application  (the  "Application"),  and  such  other  documents  as  may  be  required,  to 
CDLAC  pursuant  to  Government  Code  Section  8869  85  for  an  allocation  of  a  portion  of  the 
state  ceiling  for  private  activity  bonds  in  a  principal  amount  not  to  exceed  $15,000,000  for 
qualified  mortgage  revenue  bonds. 

Section  10.  An  amount  equal  to  $75,000  ("Deposit")  is  hereby  authorized  to  be  held  on 
deposit  in  connection  with  the  Application  and  the  applicable  CDLAC  procedures,  and  the 
Director  is  authorized  to  certify  to  CDLAC  that  such  funds  are  available;  which  Deposit  shall 
consist  of  a  restriction  on  cash  in  the  Affordable  Housing  Fund  established  pursuant  to 
Sections  315  et  seq.  of  the  San  Francisco  Planning  Code,  whereby  the  Citywide  Affordable 
Housing  Fund  receives  in-lieu  fees  paid  by  housing  developers  to  satisfy  requirements  of  the 
Inclusionary  Affordable  Housing  Program  (the  Affordable  Housing  Fund"). 

Section  11.  If  the  City  receives  a  CDLAC  allocation  and  the  applicable  issuance 
requirements  are  not  met,  the  Mayor's  Office  of  Housing  and  Community  Development  is 
hereby  authorized  to  cause  an  amount  equal  to  the  Deposit  to  be  paid  to  the  State  of 
California  from  the  Affordable  Housing  Fund,  if  required. 

Section  12.  The  officers  and  employees  of  the  City  and  the  Director  are  hereby 
authorized  and  directed,  jointly  and  severally,  to  do  any  and  all  things  necessary  or  advisable 
to  consummate  the  receipt  of  an  allocation  from  CDLAC  and  otherwise  effectuate  the 
purposes  of  this  Resolution,  and  all  actions  previously  taken  by  such  officers  and  employees 
with  respect  to  the  Project,  including  but  not  limited  to  the  submission  of  the  application  to 
CDLAC,  are  hereby  ratified  and  approved. 
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Section  13.  This  Resolution  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its  adoption  by  the  Board 
and  approval  by  the  Mayor.

The  initial  monitoring  fee  shall  be 
payable  at  bond  closing.  The  Board  hereby  authorizes  the  Mayor's  Office  of  Housing  and 
Community  Development  to  charge  and  collect  the  fees  described  in  this  section. 
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Section  8.  Modifications,  Changes,  Additions.  Any  Authorized  Representative 
executing  the  Indenture,  the  Regulatory  Agreement  or  the  Loan  Agreement  (collectively,  the 
"City  Agreements"),  in  consultation  with  the  City  Attorney  and  Co-Bond  Counsel,  is  hereby 
authorized  to  approve  and  make  such  modifications,  changes  or  additions  to  the  City 
Agreements  as  may  be  necessary  or  advisable,  provided  that  such  modification  does  not 
authorize  an  aggregate  principal  amount  of  Bonds  in  excess  of  $30,000,000,  provide  for  a 
final  maturity  on  the  Bonds  later  than  forty  (40)  years,  or  provide  for  the  Bonds  to  bear  interest 
at  a  rate  in  excess  of  twelve  percent  (12%)  per  annum.  The  approval  of  any  modification, 
addition  or  change  to  any  of  the  aforementioned  documents  shall  be  evidenced  conclusively 
by  the  execution  and  delivery  of  the  document  in  question. 

Section  9.  Ratification.  All  actions  heretofore  taken  by  the  officers  and  agents  of  the 
City  with  respect  to  the  sale  and  issuance  of  the  Bonds  are  hereby  approved,  confirmed  and 
ratified. 

Section  10.  General  Authority.  The  proper  officers  of  the  City  are  hereby  authorized 
and  directed,  for  and  in  the  name  and  on  behalf  of  the  City,  to  do  any  and  all  things  and  take 
any  and  all  actions  and  execute  and  deliver  any  and  all  certificates,  agreements  and  other 
documents,  including  but  not  limited  to  those  documents  described  in  the  Indenture,  the  Loan 
Agreement,  and  the  Regulatory  Agreement,  which  they,  or  any  of  them,  may  deem  necessary 
or  advisable  in  order  to  consummate  the  lawful  issuance  and  delivery  of  the  Bonds  and  to 
effectuate  the  purposes  thereof  and  of  the  documents  herein  approved  in  accordance  with  this 
Resolution.

WHEREAS,  Planning  Code,  Section  306.7,  permits  the  imposition  of  interim  zoning 
controls  that  promote  the  public  interest,  including  but  not  limited  to  (a)  development  and 
conservation  of  the  City's  commerce  and  industry  to  maintain  the  City's  economic  vitality  and 
maintain  adequate  services  for  its  residents,  visitors,  businesses  and  institutions,  and  (b) 
preservation  of  neighborhoods  and  areas  of  mixed  residential  and  commercial  uses  and  their 
existing  character;  and 

WHEREAS,  Planning  Code,  Section  703.3(b),  defines  a  "Formula  Retail  Use"  as  "a

Resolution  urging  the  newly  elected  government  of  the  Republic  El  Salvador  to  respect 
and  uphold  the  rights  and  protections  of  members  of  the  Lesbian,  Gay,  Bisexual, 
Transgender  and  Intersex  Community  of  El  Salvador. 

WHEREAS,  The  Republic  of  El  Salvador  recently  elected  President  Salvador  Sanchez 
Ceren  and  Vice  President  Oscar  Ortiz  of  the  FMLN  party  through  an  internationally 
recognized  fair  and  democratic  election;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  FMLN  party's  platform  promises  to  uphold  civil  liberties  and  invest  in 
local  solutions  to  promote  El  Salvador's  social  and  economic  development;  and 

WHEREAS,  Even  though  sexual  relationships  between  persons  of  the  same  sex  are 
legal  in  El  Salvador,  a  national  law  does  not  exist  to  prohibit  discrimination  explicitly  on  the 
basis  of  sexual  orientation,  gender  identity  or  gender  expression,  which  has  allowed  for 
widespread  discrimination  and  persecution  to  persist;  and 

WHEREAS,  Many  incidents  of  violence  against  Lesbian,  Gay,  Bisexual,  Transgender 
and  Intersex  (LGBTI)  Salvadorans  are  neither  published  by  the  media,  nor  reported  by  the 
victims  or  their  families  and  victims  often  do  not  report  physical,  verbal,  psychological, 
religious  and  work-related  violence  they  suffer  because  they  are  afraid  of  revealing  their 
sexual  orientation  to  their  families  or  at  work;  and 

WHEREAS,  A  serious  aspect  of  violence  against  LGBTI  people  in  El  Salvador  are  the 
actions  of  organized  crime  groups  who  often  target  LGBTI  individuals  because  it  is  believed 
that  law  enforcement  will  not  investigate  or  prosecute  such  incidents;  and 
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WHEREAS,  Under  Salvadoran  law,  a  person  can  only  change  their  name  under 
exceptional  circumstances  and  the  name  must  reflect  the  same  gender  assigned  at  birth; 
therefore,  transgender  individuals  are  precluded  from  changing  their  names  in  accordance 
with  their  gender  identity  and  expression,  which  creates  barriers  to  their  ability  to  exercise 
other  liberties  such  as  the  right  to  vote;  and 

WHEREAS,  According  to  various  Salvadoran  LGBTI  organizations  there  have  been  at 
least  149  reported  homicides  of  LGBTI  Salvadorans  between  1999  and  2013,  though  many 
more  have  gone  unreported  and  uninvestigated;  and 

WHEREAS,  After  the  change  of  the  governing  party  in  2009,  El  Salvador  has  adopted 
a  more  favorable  attitude  towards  LGBTI  Salvadoran  -  for  example,  in  March  of  2009  the 
Public  Health  and  Social  Welfare  Ministry  passed  a  directive  to  eliminate  all  forms  of 
discrimination  based  on  sexual  orientation  in  public  heath  services;  and 

WHEREAS,  In  May  2010,  El  Salvador  created  the  Sexual  Diversity  Directorate,  under 
the  Social  Inclusion  Secretary  which  works  to  promote  the  eradication  of  sexual  orientation 
and  gender  identity  based  discrimination  and  support  the  creation  of  public  policies 
guaranteeing  basic  human,  economic,  social,  civil  and  political  rights  to  persons  of  diverse 
sexuality  (lesbian  women,  gay  men,  bisexual,  transgender  and  intersex  individuals);  and 

WHEREAS,  Despite  these  advances,  lesbian,  gay,  bisexual  and  transgender  persons 
in  El  Salvador  continue  to  face  serious  vulnerabilities  and  suffer  discrimination  based  on  their 
sexual  orientation,  gender  identity  or  gender  expression;  and 

WHEREAS,  In  spite  of  what  the  Public  Health  Ministry's  directive  recommends,  this 
policy  has  not  been  publicized  or  explained  to  public  officers,  resulting  in  LGBTI  persons 
continuing  to  be  mistreated  in  public  health  services  because  of  their  sexual  orientation  or 
physical  appearance  -  for  example,  trans  women's  gender  identity  and  expression  are  not 
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recognized  by  health  centers  and  they  are  often  treated  as  men,  barring  them  from  access  to 
holistic  health  care,  including  medical,  psychological,  sexual  and  reproductive  care;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  San  Francisco  Bay  Area  is  home  to  a  large  and  vibrant  Salvadoran 
community  of  nearly  50,000  people  and  has  a  longstanding  history  of  supporting  the 
advancement  of  human  rights  in  El  Salvador,  evidenced  by  the  important  role  it  played  during 
the  Sanctuary  Movement  of  the  1980's  in  which  San  Francisco  provided  a  safe-have  for 
Central  American  refugees  fleeing  civil  conflict  in  El  Salvador  and  throughout  Central  America;

(Asistencia  Legal  Para  la  Diversidad  Sexual),  the  SHARE  (Salvadoran  Humanitarian  Aid, 
Research  and  Education)  Foundation  and  CARECEN  (Central  American  Resource  Center) 
have  engaged  in  international  solidarity  work  to  promote  greater  protections  against  violence 
and  discrimination  for  LGBTI  Salvadorans;  and 

WHEREAS,  In  January  of  2014  CARECEN,  in  partnership  with  the  SHARE  Foundation 
led  a  San  Francisco  Bay  Area  delegation  to  El  Salvador  that  participated  as  international 
election  observers  and  met  with  local  community  leaders  to  discuss  human  rights  including 
LGBTI  rights  issues;  and 

WHEREAS,  ALDES  and  the  UC  Berkeley  School  of  Law,  International  Human  Rights 
Clinic  conducted  an  investigative  report  on  the  climate  of  human  rights  for  LGBTI  persons  in 
El  Salvador  and  made  specific  recommendations  based  on  their  findings;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

RESOLVED,  That  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  urges  the  newly  elected 
government  of  the  Republic  of  El  Salvador  to  adopt  all  necessary  legal,  administrative  and/or 
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judicial  measures  to  guarantee  the  protection  and  promotion  of  human  rights  without  any 
distinction  based  on  a  person's  sexual  orientation,  gender  identity  or  gender  expression.  In 
particular,  we  urge  that  the  new  administration: 

a)  Pass  anti-discrimination  legislation  explicitly  protecting  LGBTI  individuals  from  all  forms 
of  discrimination,  including  in  education  and  employment,  in  both  the  public  and  private 
sector;  and 

b)  Pass  legislation  providing  for  the  legal  recognition  of  the  right  to  identity  and  permitting 
individuals  to  change  their  name  and  gender  on  official  identity  documents  (DUI) 
without  any  requirement  of  sexual  reassignment  surgery  or  other  medical  interventions. 
In  the  interim,  allow  transgender  individuals  to  use  the  "also  known  as"  option  to

c)  Proceed  with  effective  and  transparent  police  investigations  on  past  and  present 
incidents  causing  human  rights  violations  against  persons  on  the  basis  of  their  sexual

Collect 
data  on  LGBTI  crime  victims  and  establish  a  system  for  classifying  those  crimes  which

e)  Implement  a  comprehensive  LGBTI  sensitivity  training  plan  in  cooperation  with  the 
Sexual  Diversity  Directorate  for  all  government  employees,  including  police,  health  and 
education  sector  employees.

Transportation  Commission  (CTC);  filing  of  an  application  for  funding  assigned  to  the 
Metropolitan  Transportation  Commission  (MTC);  committing  any  necessary  matching 
funds;  stating  assurance  to  complete  the  projects;  and  authorizing  the  Department  of 
Public  Works  to  accept  and  expend  $1,298,000  in  Active  Transportation  Program  grant 
funds  awarded  through  CTC  and/or  MTC. 

WHEREAS,  The  Active  Transportation  Program  (herein  referred  to  as  PROGRAM)  was 
created  in  September  2013  through  Senate  Bill  99  and  Assembly  Bill  101  to  consolidate 
existing  federal  and  state  transportation  programs,  including  the  Transportation  Alternatives 
Program  (TAP),  Bicycle  Transportation  Account  (BTA),  and  State  Safe  Routes  to  School 
(SR2S);  and 

WHEREAS;  The  PROGRAM'S  funding  is  being  awarded  through  two  different 
competitive  mechanisms:  $179,550,000  in  state  and  federal  funds  will  be  awarded  through  the 
Statewide  Competitive  PROGRAM  led  by  the  California  Transportation  Commission  (CTC) 
and  $30,223,000  (herein  referred  to  as  REGIONAL  DISCRETIONARY  FUNDING)  will  be 
awarded  through  the  Regional  Competitive  PROGRAM  led  by  the  Metropolitan  Transportation 
Commission  (MTC);  and 

WHEREAS;  The  PROGRAM  includes  federal  funding  administered  by  the  Federal 
Highway  Administration  (FHWA)  and  federal  or  state  funding  administered  by  the  California 
Transportation  Commission  (CTC)  such  as  Surface  Transportation  Program  (STP)  funding, 
Congestion  Mitigation  and  Air  Quality  Improvement  (CMAQ)  funding,  Transportation 
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Alternatives  (TA)/Active  Transportation  Program  (ATP)  funding,  and  Regional  Transportation 
Improvement  Program  (RTIP)  funding;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Moving  Ahead  for  Progress  in  the  21st  Century  Act  (Public  Law  112- 
141,  July  6,  2012)  and  any  extensions  or  successor  legislation  for  continued  funding 
(collectively,  MAP-21)  authorize  various  federal  funding  programs  including,  but  not  limited  to 
the  Surface  Transportation  Program  (STP)  (23  U.S.C.  §  133),  the  Congestion  Mitigation  and 
Air  Quality  Improvement  Program  (CMAQ)  (23  U.S.C.  §  149)  and  the  Transportation 
Alternatives  Program  (TA)  (23  U.S.C.  §  213);  and 

WHEREAS,  Applications  for  the  Statewide  Competitive  PROGRAM  were  due  in  May 
2014  and  Regional  Competitive  PROGRAM  applications  are  due  in  July  2014,  prior  to  the 
announcement  of  decisions  in  the  Statewide  PROGRAM;  and 

WHEREAS,  MTC  encouraged  Statewide  PROGRAM  applicants  to  also  submit 
applications  for  REGIONAL  DISCRETIONARY  FUNDING  in  the  Regional  PROGRAM,  so  that 
they  could  be  considered  for  funding  if  applicants  are  not  awarded  a  grant  by  CTC;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Department  of  Public  Works  (herein  referred  to  as  DPW)  submitted 
two  applications  on  May  21 ,  2014  to  CTC  for  the  Redding  Safe  Routes  to  School  Project 
($784,000)  and  the  John  Yehall  Chin  Safe  Routes  to  School  Project  ($514,000)  (herein 
referred  to  as  PROJECTS)  that  total  $1 ,298,000  to  fund  environmental  studies  and 
preliminary  engineering  under  the  Statewide  Competitive  PROGRAM;  and 

WHEREAS,  DPW  is  also  submitting  two  applications  for  the  PROJECTS  to  MTC  for 
$1,298,000  in  REGIONAL  DISCRETIONARY  FUNDING  assigned  to  MTC  for  programming 
discretion  for  the  Regional  Competitive  PROGRAM;  and 

WHEREAS,  State  statutes,  including  California  Streets  and  Highways  Code  §182.6, 
§182.7,  and  §2381(a)(1),  and  California  Government  Code  §14527,  provide  various  funding 
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programs  for  the  programming  discretion  of  the  Metropolitan  Planning  Organization  (MPO) 
and  the  Regional  Transportation  Planning  Agency  (RTPA);  and 

WHEREAS,  Pursuant  to  MAP-21  and  any  regulations  promulgated  thereunder,  eligible 
project  sponsors  wishing  to  receive  federal  or  state  funds  for  a  regionally-significant  project 
shall  submit  an  application  first  with  the  appropriate  MPO,  or  RTPA,  as  applicable,  for  review 
and  inclusion  in  the  federal  Transportation  Improvement  Program  (TIP);  and 

WHEREAS,  MTC  is  the  MPO  and  RTPA  for  the  nine  counties  of  the  San  Francisco  Bay 
region;  and 

WHEREAS,  MTC  has  adopted  a  Regional  Project  Funding  Delivery  Policy  (MTC 
Resolution  No.  3606,  revised)  that  sets  out  procedures  governing  the  application  and  use  of 
REGIONAL  DISCRETIONARY  FUNDING;  and 

WHEREAS,  DPW  is  an  eligible  sponsor  for  REGIONAL  DISCRETIONARY  FUNDING; 

and 

WHEREAS,  As  part  of  the  application  for  REGIONAL  DISCRETIONARY  FUNDING, 
MTC  requires  a  resolution  adopted  by  the  responsible  implementing  agency  stating  the 
following: 

1 .  The  commitment  of  any  required  matching  funds; 

2.  That  the  sponsor  understands  that  the  REGIONAL  DISCRETIONARY  FUNDING  is 
fixed  at  the  programmed  amount,  and  therefore  any  cost  increase  cannot  be 
expected  to  be  funded  with  additional  REGIONAL  DISCRETIONARY  FUNDING; 

3.  That  the  PROJECTS  will  comply  with  the  procedures,  delivery  milestones  and 
funding  deadlines  specified  in  the  Regional  Project  Funding  Delivery  Policy  (MTC 
Resolution  No.  3606,  revised); 
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4.  The  assurance  of  the  sponsor  to  complete  the  PROJECTS  as  described  in  the 
application,  subject  to  environmental  clearance,  and  if  approved,  as  included  in 
MTC's  federal  Transportation  Improvement  Program  (TIP); 

5.  That  the  PROJECTS  will  have  adequate  staffing  resources  to  deliver  and  complete 
the  PROJECTS  within  the  schedule  submitted  with  the  project  application;  and 

6.  That  the  PROJECTS  will  comply  with  all  project-specific  requirements  as  set  forth  in 
the  PROGRAM; 

7   That  DPW  has  assigned,  and  will  maintain  a  single  point  of  contact  for  all  FHWA- 
and  CTC-funded  transportation  projects  to  coordinate  within  the  agency  and  with 
the  respective  Congestion  Management  Agency  (CMA),  MTC,  Caltrans,  FHWA, 
and  CTC  on  all  communications,  inquires  or  issues  that  may  arise  during  the  federal 
programming  and  delivery  process  for  all  FHWA-  and  CTC-funded  transportation 
and  transit  projects  implemented  by  DPW; 

8.  In  the  case  of  an  RTIP  project,  state  law  requires  PROJECTS  be  included  in  a  local 
congestion  management  plan,  or  be  consistent  with  the  capital  improvement 
program  adopted  pursuant  to  MTC's  funding  agreement  with  the  countywide 
transportation  agency;  and 

WHEREAS,  That  DPW  is  authorized  to  submit  an  application  for  REGIONAL 
DISCRETIONARY  FUNDING  for  the  PROJECT;  and 

WHEREAS,  There  is  no  legal  impediment  to  DPW  making  applications  for  the  funds; 

and 

WHEREAS,  There  is  no  pending  or  threatened  litigation  that  might  in  any  way 
adversely  affect  the  proposed  PROJECTS,  or  that  might  impair  the  ability  of  DPW  to 
implement  the  PROJECTS;  and 
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WHEREAS,  The  Director  of  DPW  or  his  or  her  designee  is  authorized  to  execute  and 
file  an  application  with  MTC  for  REGIONAL  DISCRETIONARY  FUNDING  for  the  PROJECTS 
as  referenced  in  this  resolution;  and 

WHEREAS,  MTC  requires  that  a  copy  of  this  resolution  be  transmitted  to  the  MTC  in 
conjunction  with  the  filing  of  the  application;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  grants  do  not  require  an  ASO  amendment;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  grant  budgets  include  indirect  costs  in  the  amount  of  $512,494.30; 
now,  therefore,  be  it 

RESOLVED,  That  DPW  is  authorized  to  execute  and  file  an  application  for  funding  for 
the  PROJECTS  for  REGIONAL  DISCRETIONARY  FUNDING  under  MAP-21  or  continued 
funding;  and,  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  DPW  by  adopting  this  resolution  does  hereby  state  that: 

1 .  DPW  will  commit  any  required  matching  funds; 

2.  DPW  understands  that  the  REGIONAL  DISCRETIONARY  FUNDING  for  the 
projects  is  fixed  at  the  MTC-approved  programmed  amount,  and  that  any  cost 
increases  must  be  funded  by  DPW  from  other  funds,  and  that  DPW  does  not 
expect  any  cost  increases  to  be  funded  with  additional  REGIONAL

EXECUTIVE  SUMMARY 

Legislative  Objectives 


•  The  proposed  resolution  (File  14-0655)  would  approve  a  contract  between  the  San 
Francisco  Municipal  Transpiration  Agency  (SFMTA)  and  Brookville  Equipment  Corporation 
to  repair  and  upgrade  16  former  SEPTA  Presidents'  Conference  Committee  (historic) 
streetcars.  The  contract  is  for  an  amount  not  to  exceed  $34,482,428  and  a  term  of  six 
years. 

Key  Points 

•  According  to  SFMTA  staff,  the  16  historic  streetcars  require  an  overhaul  due  to  normal 
wear  and  tear  from  continuous  daily  service  since  the  historic  streetcars'  last  overhaul  in 
1994.  The  SFMTA  staff  states  that  the  repairs  and  upgrades  to  the  historic  streetcars  will 
result  in  safety  and  reliability  improvements  and  extension  of  the  useful  life  of  the 
streetcars  for  a  minimum  of  10  years. 

•  On  April  5,  2013  the  SFMTA  issued  a  Request  for  Proposals  (RFP)  for  the  repair  and 
upgrade  of  the  16  historic  streetcars.  An  impartial  committee  of  SFMTA  staff  reviewed 
three  proposals  and  determined  the  proposal  from  Brookville  Equipment  Co.  to  be  the 
most  competitive. 

•  On  May  20,  2014  the  SFMTA  Board  of  Directors  adopted  a  resolution  to  authorize  the 
Director  of  Transportation  to  execute  a  contract  not  to  exceed  $34,482,428  and  a  term 
not  to  exceed  six  years  with  Brookville  Equipment  Corporation  for  the  repair  and  upgrade 
of  the  16  historic  streetcars. 


Fiscal  Impact 

•  The  proposed  contract  to  repair  the  historic  streetcars  is  not  to  exceed  $34,482,428. 
SFMTA  has  budgeted  an  additional  $5,179,280  for  associated  costs.  Therefore  the  total 
project  cost  is  $39,661,708. 

•  The  proposed  total  project  cost  of  $39,661,708  would  be  funded  with  a  Federal  grant, 
bridge  toll  funds  and  Proposition  K  Sales  Taxes.

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MANDATE  STATEMENT  /  BACKGROUND 


Mandate  Statement 

City  Charter  Section  9.118(b)  states  that  agreements  entered  into  by  a  department,  board  or 
commission  requiring  anticipated  expenditures  by  the  City  and  County  of  ten  million  dollars  or 
more  shall  be  subject  to  approval  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  by  resolution. 

Background 

The  San  Francisco  Municipal  Transportation  Agency  (SFMTA)  operates  the  Municipal  Railway 
(Muni),  which  owns  and  operates  50  historic  streetcars.  Mr.  Louis  Maffei,  Senior  Light  Rail 
Vehicle  Equipment  Engineer  at  SFMTA,  reports  that  these  streetcars  are  in  revenue  service  21 
hours  per  day  every  day  of  the  year.  The  historic  streetcars  operate  on  the  F  Market  &  Wharves 
line  which  provides  service  on  Market  Street  and  the  Embarcadero.  According  to  the  SFMTA's 
Transportation  Effectiveness  Project,  the  historic  streetcars  are  used  by  an  average  of  23,208 
riders  per  weekday. 

According  to  the  Federal  Transit  Authority1  (FTA)  the  minimum  useful  life  of  a  streetcar  is  25 
years  with  each  major  overhaul  adding  an  additional  ten  years  of  useful  life.  Mr.  Maffei  reports 
that  the  historic  streetcars  were  manufactured  in  1946  and  the  last  overhaul  was  completed  in 
1994,  or  20  years  ago;  therefore  the  historic  streetcars  are  past  the  FTA  minimum  extended  life 
spans. 


DETAILS  OF  PROPOSED  LEGISLATION 


The  proposed  resolution  (File  14-0655)  would  approve  a  contract  not  to  exceed  $34,482,428 
between  the  SFMTA  and  Brookville  Equipment  Co.  to  upgrade  and  repair  16  historic  streetcars. 
The  term  of  the  contract  is  not  to  exceed  six  years  from  the  effective  date. 

SFMTA  reports  the  upgrades  and  repairs  will  extend  the  historic  streetcars'  useful  life  by  10-20 
years.  The  proposed  upgrades  and  repairs  involve  the  complete  disassembly  and  reassembly  of 
the  historic  streetcars.  According  to  Mr.  Maffei,  specific  repairs  and  upgrades  were  selected 
based  on  (a)  the  need  to  meet  SFMTA  safety  and  communication  policies,  (b)  regulatory 
requirements,  and  (c)  upgrades  that  would  result  in  time  savings  for  maintenance  staff. 
Examples  of  the  proposed  upgrades  and  repairs  include: 

•  Removal  of  toxic  materials  such  as  asbestos  and  lead  paint. 

•  Upgrades  to  the  braking  systems. 

•  Installation  of  video  cameras  and  recorders  for  security  purposes. 

•  Replacement  of  combustible  materials  with  flame  and  smoke  compliant  materials. 

•  Installation  of  upgraded  communications  equipment. 


1  Federal  Transit  Authority  Grant  Management  Guidelines  C  5010. 1C  and  CFT49,  Part  661 
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On  April  5,  2013  the  MTA  issued  a  Request  for  Proposals  (RFP)  for  the  upgrade  and  repair  of  16 
out  of  50  historic  streetcars.  Four  proposals  were  submitted.  One  proposal  was  considered 
non-compliant  by  the  City's  Attorney's  Office  due  to  exceptions  taken  to  the  contract  terms 
and  conditions.  A  panel  of  SFMTA  staff  reviewed  the  remaining  three  proposals.  As  shown 
below,  Brookville  Equipment  Co.  received  the  highest  score.

Impact  on  Service 

To  provide  minimal  disruption  of  service,  no  more  than  3  out  of  the  16  historic  streetcars  to  be 
upgraded  and  repaired  will  be  delivered  to  Brookville  Equipment  Co.  at  one  time.  Additionally, 
SFMTA  will  perform  safety  and  performance  tests  on  one  historic  streetcar  at  a  time  prior  to 
returning  it  to  service.  Therefore,  a  maximum  of  four  historic  streetcars  will  be  out  of  service  at 
any  one  time.  Mr.  Maffei  asserts  that  the  remaining  46  out  of  50  active  historic  streetcars  will 
sufficiently  meet  projected  service  demands. 

Project  Timeline 

According  to  the  terms  of  the  contract,  all  upgrades  and  repairs  must  be  completed  on  all  16 
historic  streetcars  by  no  later  than  6  years  subsequent  to  approval  of  the  contract.  According  to 
Mr.  Maffei,  if  the  contract  is  approved  by  August  2014,  it  is  anticipated  that  the  first  historic 
streetcar  will  be  returned  to  SFMTA  by  August  2016  and  the  16th  streetcar  by  August  2018.  The 
projected  project  timeline  is  detailed  in  Table  2  below.

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WHEREAS,  The  Property  has  been  identified  by  the  Recreation  and  Park  Department 
("RPD")  as  a  possible  future  public  open  space  which  would  further  RPD's  mission  to  provide 
enriching  recreational  activities,  maintain  beautiful  parks  and  preserve  the  environment  for  the 
well-being  of  the  San  Francisco  community;  and 

WHEREAS,  RPD  has  not  yet  undertaken  planning,  design  or  environmental  review  of 
the  Property  for  potential  park  purposes;  and 

WHEREAS,  a  portion  of  the  Property  may  also  be  sold  or  exchanged  to  optimize  the 
size,  configuration  and  continuity  of  potential  future  public  open  space;  and 

WHEREAS,  on  June  19,  2014,  the  Recreation  and  Park  Commission  approved 
Resolution  1406-010  affirming  the  value  of  the  Property  as  potential  public  open  space  and 
urging  the  Board  of  Supervisors  to  take  steps  necessary  to  purchase  the  Property;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Director  of  Property,  in  consultation  with  RPD,  negotiated  a  proposed 
Purchase  and  Sale  Agreement  for  the  Property,  which  is  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  under  File  No.  140780  (the  "Purchase  Agreement"),  with  a  purchase  price  of 
$3,500,000,  but  with  a  price  reduction  (credit)  of  $525,000  to  be  retained  by  the  City  to 
perform  anticipated  environmental  remediation;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  City  obtained  an  independent,  third  party  appraisal  to  confirm  that  the 
proposed  purchase  price  does  not  exceed  the  fair  market  value  of  the  Property  based  on  the 
highest  and  best  use  of  the  Property  and  the  anticipated  costs  of  environmental  remediation; 
and 

WHEREAS,  The  Director  of  Property  has  determined  that  the  proposed  sales  price  is 
reasonable  and  represents  fair  market  value  for  the  Property;  and 

WHEREAS,  Pursuant  to  Charter,  Section  9. 1 1 3(e),  the  Board  of  Supervisors  has  the 
authority  to  borrow  money  on  an  interim  basis  through  the  issuance  from  time  to  time  of  its 
commercial  paper  notes  (the  "CP  Notes");  and 
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WHEREAS,  On  March  17,  2009,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  adopted  Resolution  85-09, 
and  on  April  6,  2010,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  adopted  Resolution  135-06  (collectively  the 
"Program  Resolutions")  to  establish  a  general  fund  backed  commercial  paper  program  with  an 
initial  authorization  of  not  to  exceed  $150,000,000  in  aggregate  principal  amount  of  tax- 
exempt  or  taxable  CP  Notes  (the  "Program")  to  provide  interim  financing  of  the  acquisition, 
construction  and  rehabilitation  of  capital  improvements  within  or  owned  by  the  City,  and  the 
financing  of  vehicles  and  equipment;  and 

WHEREAS,  On  July  16,  2013,  the  Board  adopted  Resolution  247-13  to,  among  other 
purposes,  increase  the  authorization  of  the  Program  to  $250,000,000  from  $150,000,000;  and 

WHEREAS,  In  order  to  pay  the  costs  of  the  Property,  the  Board  now  desires  to 
authorize  the  use  of  the  CP  Program  to  effect  the  purchase  of  the  Property  in  an  amount  not 
to  exceed  $2,975,000,  and,  consistent  with  applicable  law,  anticipates  repayment  of  such  CP 
Notes  from  Open  Space  Acquisition  Fund  resources;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Property  shall  be  placed  in  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Real  Estate  Division 
upon  acquisition  to  allow  RPD  to  undertake  planning,  design  and  environmental  review  of  the 
Property  to  determine  whether  development  of  public  open  space  on  all  or  a  portion  of  the 
Property  is  feasible  and  desirable;  and 

WHEREAS,  Recreation  and  Park  Commission  Resolution  1406-010  supports  the 
possible  use  of  up  to  $2,975,000  plus  interest  from  the  Open  Space  Acquisition  Fund  to  repay 
some  or  all  of  any  CP  Notes  that  may  be  issued  to  purchase  the  Property  to  the  extent  that  full 
or  partial  use  of  the  Property  to  develop  a  park  is  deemed  feasible  and  desirable  after  review 
under  the  California  Environmental  Quality  Act;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Director  of  Property  and  General  Manager  of  Recreation  and  Park 
Department  report  that  there  would  be  no  further  advantage  derived  from  Real  Estate 
retaining  jurisdiction  to  the  Property  upon  repayment  of  the  CP  Notes  and  therefore 
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recommend  that  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Property  be  transferred  from  Real  Estate  to  Recreation 
and  Park  upon  said  repayment  without  additional  consideration;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Planning  Department,  through  General  Plan  Referral  Letter  dated 
December  10,  2013  ("Planning  Letter"),  which  is  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  under  File  No.  140780,  has  verified  that  the  City's  acquisition  of  the  Property  is 
consistent  with  the  General  Plan,  and  the  eight  priority  policies  under  the  Planning  Code, 
Section  101.1;  and 

WHEREAS,  In  the  Planning  Letter,  the  Environmental  Planning  Section  of  the 
Department  erroneously  stated  that  the  acquisition  of  the  Property  is  a  nonphysical  project 
(Class  8;  Acquisition  of  urban  open  space  &  Class  16  (b)  -  acquisition  of  land  to  establish  a 
park  where  the  land  contains  a  historical  resource  that  will  be  preserved)  and  therefore 
categorically  exempt  from  environmental  review  under  CEQA;  and 

WHEREAS,  By  letter  dated  February  7,  2014.  from  Rick  Cooper  of  the  Planning 
Department  s  Environmental  Planning  Section  to  Stacy  Bradley  of  the  Recreation  and  Park 
Department,  Environmental  Planning  clarified  that  the  acquisition  of  the  Property  is  correctly 
considered  not  a  project  under  CEQA;  and 

WHEREAS,  Under  the  Purchase  Agreement,  The  Tenderloin  Housing  Clinic  shall 
deliver  the  Property  to  the  City  at  the  close  of  escrow,  anticipated  to  occur  in  August,  2014, 
with  no  occupants  or  tenants  on  the  Property;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

RESOLVED,  That  the  Board  of  Supervisors  hereby  finds  that  the  acquisition  of  the 
Property  is  consistent  with  the  City's  General  Plan,  and  the  eight  priority  policies  of  Planning 
Code,  Section  101.1,  and  hereby  incorporates  such  findings  by  reference  as  though  fully  set 
forth  in  this  Resolution;  and,  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  in  accordance  with  the  recommendations  of  the  Director 
of  Property  and  Recreation  and  Park  Commission,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  hereby  approves 
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the  Purchase  Agreement,  in  substantially  the  form  presented  to  this  Board,  and  authorizes 
City  staff  to  take  all  actions  necessary  to  acquire  the  Property  consistent  with  the  Purchase 
Agreement;  and,  be  it

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  the  CP  Notes  will  be  executed  and  delivered  under  the 
financing  and  security  documents  approved  by  the  Program  Resolutions,  and,  consistent  with 
applicable  law,  be  repaid  from  Open  Space  Acquisition  Funds;  and,  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  upon  such  time  as  the  CP  Notes  are  fully  repaid,  the 
jurisdiction  of  the  Property  shall  be  transferred  from  Real  Estate  to  the  Recreation  and  Park 
Department;  and,  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  the  Board  of  Supervisors  authorizes  and  directs  the 
Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  the  Director  of  Property,  the  General  Manager  of  the 
Recreation  and  Park  Department,  and  any  other  officer  of  the  City  involved  in  the  jurisdictional 
transfer  to  take  all  action  necessary  or  appropriate  to  effectuate  the  purpose  of  this 
Resolution;  and,  be  it 
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FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  a  report  from  the  Recreation  and  Park  Department  be 
submitted  no  later  than  December  31 ,  201 5  on  the  proposed  use  of  900  Innes  Avenue  as  a 
park  or  open  space,  including  (i)  proposed  reconfiguration  of  the  property  and  sale  or 
exchange  of  a  portion  of  the  property  in  coordination  with  the  owner  of  700  Innes  Avenue/800 
Hudson  Avenue;  and  (ii)  estimated  costs  and  sources  of  funds  to  develop  and  maintain  the 
property  at  900  Innes  Avenue  and  undertake  environmental  remediation;  and,  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  any  future  agreement  to  (i)  sell  a  portion  of  900  Innes 
Avenue  to  a  third  party,  or  (ii)  exchange  a  portion  of  900  Innes  Avenue  for  a  portion  of  700 
Innes  Avenue/800  Hudson  Avenue,  be  subject  to  Board  of  Supervisors  approval;  and  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  within  thirty  (30)  days  of  the  Purchase  Agreement  being 
fully  executed  by  all  parties,  the  Director  of  Property  shall  provide  the  final  Purchase 
Agreement  to  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  for  inclusion  into  the  official  file.

Resolution  of  Intention  to  establish  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  Community 
Facilities  District  No.  2014-1  (Transbay  Transit  Center)  and  determining  other  matters  in 
connection  therewith. 


WHEREAS,  Under  the  Mello-Roos  Community  Facilities  Act  of  1982,  as  amended, 
constituting  Chapter  2.5  of  Part  1  of  Division  2  of  Title  5,  commencing  at  Section  5331 1,  of  the 
California  Government  Code  (the  "Mello-Roos  Act"),  this  Board  of  Supervisors  is  authorized  to 
establish  a  community  facilities  district  and  to  act  as  the  legislative  body  for  a  community 
facilities  district;  and 

WHEREAS,  This  Board  of  Supervisors  now  desires  to  proceed  with  the  establishment

WHEREAS,  This  Board  of  Supervisors  (the  "Board")  of  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco  (the  "City")  adopted  Ordinance  No.  216-05  (the  "Capital  Planning  Ordinance") 
amending  San  Francisco  Administrative  Code,  Sections  3.20  and  3.21  to  authorize  the 
formation  of  a  Capital  Planning  Committee  (the  "Committee")  and  the  annual  preparation  and 
adoption  of  a  ten-year  capital  expenditure  plan  for  the  City,  including  an  assessment  of  the

areas;  and  development  and  conservation  of  the  commerce  and  industry  of  the  City  in  order  to 
maintain  the  economic  vitality  of  the  City,  to  provide  its  citizens  with  adequate  jobs  and 
business  opportunities,  and  to  maintain  adequate  services  for  its  residents,  visitors, 
businesses  and  institutions;  and 

WHEREAS,  Planning  Code  Sections  210.9  and  210.10  set  forth  the  stated  intention  of 
the  PDR-1-D  (Production,  Distribution,  and  Repair:  Design)  and  PDR-1-G  (Production, 
Distribution,  and  Repair:  General)  Districts,  which  is,  generally,  to  retain  and  encourage 
production,  distribution,  and  repair  ("PDR")  activities;  and 

WHEREAS,  As  set  forth  in  Planning  Code  Section  201.7,  "PDR-zoned  land  is  also  an 
important  reservoir  of  space  in  San  Francisco  for  new  and  evolving  industry  and  activity  types 
that  cannot  be  foreseen  today  and  cannot  practically  function  or  compete  for  space  in  a  typical 
downtown  office  or  neighborhood  commercial  environment.  Business  and  activities  allowed  in 
PDR  Districts  generally  share  a  need  for  flexible  operating  space  that  features  large  open 
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interior  spaces,  high  ceilings,  freight  loading  docks  and  elevators,  floors  capable  of  bearing 
heavy  loads,  and  large  (often  uncovered  exterior)  storage  areas;  and 

WHEREAS,  These  uses  are  often  not  ideally  compatible  with  housing  for  operational 
reasons,  including  the  need  for  significant  trucking  and  delivery  activities,  24-hour  operation, 
and  emission  of  noise,  odors  and  vibrations;  importantly,  PDR  uses  are  limited  in  the  amount 
of  rent  they  can  afford  relative  to  office,  retail,  and  residential  uses,  yet  are  important  sectors 
of  the  City's  economy;"  and 

WHEREAS,  San  Francisco  actively  seeks  to  create  a  supportive  environment  for 
production,  distribution,  and  repair  business,  including  certain  design  activities;  one  of  the 
eight  Priority  Policies  of  the  City's  General  Plan  and  Planning  Code  Section  101.1  resolves 
that  "That  a  diverse  economic  base  be  maintained  by  protecting  our  industrial  and  service 
sectors  from  displacement  due  to  commercial  office  development,  and  that  future 
opportunities  for  resident  employment  and  ownership  in  these  sectors  be  enhanced";  and 

WHEREAS,  Another  of  the  eight  Priority  Policies  of  the  City's  General  Plan  and 
Planning  Code  Section  101.1  resolves  "That  landmarks  and  historic  buildings  be  preserved." 
Thus,  the  City  seeks  both  to  preserve  historic  and  landmark  buildings  and  promote  and 
encourage  the  PDR  that  are  often  already  present  in  and  most  suitable  to  locate  in  certain 
historically  industrial  buildings;  and 

WHEREAS,  These  interim  controls  are  intended  and  designed  to  address  and 
ameliorate  the  problems  and  conditions  associated  with  the  growing  proliferation  of 
commercial  office  development  in  areas  primarily  zoned  for  PDR  uses,  by  requiring 
conditional  use  authorization  for  office  conversion  in  landmark  buildings  in  districts  zoned 
PDR-1-D  and  PDR-1-G  during  the  next  eighteen  (18)  months;  and 

WHEREAS,  This  Board  has  considered  the  impact  on  the  public  health,  safety,  peace, 
and  general  welfare  if  the  interim  controls  proposed  herein  were  not  imposed;  and 
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WHEREAS,  This  Board  has  determined  that  the  public  interest  will  be  best  served  by 
imposition  of  these  interim  controls  at  this  time,  in  order  to  ensure  that  the  legislative  scheme 
which  may  be  ultimately  adopted  is  not  undermined  during  the  planning  and  legislative 
process  for  permanent  controls;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Planning  Department  has  determined  that  the  actions  contemplated  in 
this  Resolution  are  in  compliance  with  the  California  Environmental  Quality  Act  (California 
Public  Resources  Code  Section  21000  et.  seq.).  Said  determination  is  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of 
the  Board  of  Supervisors  in  File  No.  140735  and  is  hereby  affirmed  and  incorporated  by 
reference  as  though  fully  set  forth;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

RESOLVED,  Pursuant  to  Planning  Code  Section  306.7,  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  by 
this  resolution,  hereby  prohibits  any  City  agency,  board,  commission,  officer,  or  employee 
from  approving  any  site  permit,  building  permit,  or  any  other  permit  or  license  authorizing  a 
conversion  to  office  use,  as  defined  in  Planning  Code  890.70,  unless  the  action  would 
conform  both  to  the  existing  provisions  of  the  Planning  Code  and  this  resolution  imposing 
interim  controls;  and,  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  as  of  the  effective  date  of  this  Resolution,  any  conversion 
to  office  use  within  landmark  buildings  within  the  PDR-1-D  and  PDR-1-G  Districts,  shall  be 
subject  to  a  conditional  use  authorization;  and,  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  any  use  lawfully  existing  prior  to  the  effective  date  of  this 
interim  controls  is  exempt  from  these  interim  controls,  unless  such  enterprise  ceases  to 
operate  or  discontinues  operation  for  one  hundred  eighty  (180)  days  or  longer,  in  which  event 
the  use  shall  be  deemed  abandoned;  and,  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  for  purposes  of  these  interim  controls,  the  Planning 
Commission  shall  consider,  in  addition  to  the  criteria  listed  in  Planning  Code  Section  303(c), 
the  economic  and  fiscal  impact  of  the  proposed  commercial  office  use  in  the  area.  To  this  end, 
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the  applicant  shall  provide  the  Planning  Department  as  part  of  its  conditional  use  application  a 
complete  economic  impact  analysis  of  the  proposed  use,  prepared  by  an  independent 
licensed  professional;  and,  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  The  Planning  Commission  shall  consider,  in  addition  to  the 
criteria  listed  in  Planning  Code  Section  303(c)  and  above,  the  availability  of  space  for  PDR 
uses  in  the  surrounding  neighborhood,  the  compatibility  of  the  proposed  commercial  office 
use  with  PDR  uses,  and  the  land  use  and  planning  effects  of  displacement  of  any  existing 
tenants  from  the  building.  To  this  end,  the  applicant  shall  provide  the  Planning  Department  as 
part  of  its  conditional  use  application  a  tenant  relocation  plan;  and,  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  these  interim  controls  shall  remain  in  effect  for  eighteen 
months  from  the  effective  date  of  this  legislation,  or  until  the  adoption  of  permanent  legislation 
regulating  office  conversion  in  landmark  buildings  in  PDR-1-D  and  PDR-1-G  districts, 
whichever  first  occurs;  and,  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  these  interim  zoning  controls  advance  and  are  consistent 
with  the  Priority  Policies  set  forth  in  Planning  Code  Section  101.1,  particularly  Policy  5,  in  that 
they  attempt  maintain  a  diverse  economic  base  by  protecting  the  City's  industrial  and  service 
sectors  from  displacement  due  to  commercial  office  development.  With  respect  to  Priority 
Policies  1,2,3,  4,  6,  7,  and  8,  the  Board  finds  that  these  interim  zoning  controls  do  not,  at  this 
time,  have  an  effect  upon  these  policies,  and  thus,  will  not  conflict  with  said  policies.

[Urging  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  to  Commit  Resources  Towards  Addressing  the 
Needs  of  the  Rising  Number  of  Unaccompanied  Minors  Fleeing  from  Central  America] 

Resolution  urging  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  to  commit  resources  towards 
addressing  the  needs  of  the  rising  number  of  unaccompanied  minors  fleeing  from 
Central  America  to  mitigate  the  mounting  international  humanitarian  crisis. 


WHEREAS,  In  recent  months  an  unprecedented  number  of  children  have  fled  their 
home  countries  in  Central  America  to  seek  refuge  in  the  United  States;  and 

WHEREAS,  Data  collected  by  the  Department  of  Homeland  Security  (DHS)  shows  that 
since  October  2013,  approximately  47,017  Central  American  children  have  fled  from  their 
home  countries  into  the  United  States,  which  represents  a  substantial  increase  from  prior 
years;  and 

WHEREAS,  It  is  estimated  that  the  number  of  children  entering  the  United  States  in 
FY2014  will  exceed  60,000,  with  an  average  of  120-400  children  crossing  the  border  each 
day;  and 

WHEREAS,  More  girls  are  migrating  than  in  previous  years  because  of  regional 
increases  in  gender-based  violence;  and 

WHEREAS,  During  their  dangerous  journey  to  the  United  States,  many  children 
become  victims  of  trafficking,  sexual  abuse  and  violence;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  United  Nations  High  Commissioner  for  Refugees  (UNHCR) 
interviewed  more  than  400  unaccompanied  minors  and  the  minors  stated  that  extreme 
poverty,  unemployment,  trauma  and  the  lack  of  state  protection  from  gang  violence  and  drug- 
traffickers  were  the  main  reasons  for  fleeing  their  home  countries;  and 

WHEREAS,  According  to  the  UNHCR,  approximately  two-thirds  of  the  minors  who 
have  recently  arrived  qualify  for  international  protections  as  a  result  of  violence  and  abuse  in 
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their  home  countries;  and 

WHEREAS,  Once  apprehended  by  the  U.S.  Customs  and  Border  Patrol,  many  of  these 
children  have  been  placed  in  detention  facilities  and  processing  centers  where  they  have 
been  subjected  to  inhumane  living  conditions  for  indeterminate  periods  of  time;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  United  States  Department  of  Health  and  Human  Service's  (HHS) 
Office  of  Refugee  Resettlement  (ORR),  the  agency  responsible  for  the  care  and  well-being  of 
unaccompanied  immigrant  children,  has  identified  the  need  for  children  to  receive  culturally 
competent  and  trauma-informed  medical  and  social  work  services  for  life-skills  readiness  and 
to  ease  their  social  integration  process;  additionally,  ORR  cited  the  need  for  legal  services  to 
ensure  that  every  child  has  access  to  counsel  and  receives  due  process;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  federal  foster  care  program,  which  is  designed  to  place 
unaccompanied  children  who  cannot  be  reunified  with  their  family  members  with  foster 
families,  is  unable  to  meet  the  growing  demand  for  host  families;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Obama  Administration  and  HSS  are  soliciting  the  assistance  of  major 
cities,  including  San  Francisco,  to  leverage  city  resources  to  help  address  this  escalating 
international  humanitarian  crisis;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  San  Francisco  Bay  Area  is  home  to  a  large  and  vibrant  Central 
American  community  and  has  a  longstanding  history  of  supporting  the  advancement  of  human 
rights  throughout  Central  America,  evidenced  by  the  important  role  it  played  during  the 
Sanctuary  Movement  of  the  1980's  when  San  Francisco  provided  a  safe-haven  for  Central 
American  refugees  fleeing  civil  conflict;  and 

WHEREAS,  Since  the  passage  of  the  Sanctuary  Ordinance  in  1989,  San  Francisco 
has  held  the  distinction  of  being  a  "Sanctuary  City"  providing  equal  access  to  public  services 
and  civil  protections  without  regard  to  an  individual  s  immigration  status;  and 
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WHEREAS,  San  Francisco  benefits  from  a  rich  network  of  culturally  competent 
organizations  and  service  providers  with  expertise  in  addressing  the  needs  of  Central 
American  and  Latino  immigrant  communities,  including  the  Central  American  Resource 
Center  (CARECEN),  Instituto  Familiar  de  la  Raza,  Legal  Services  for  Children  and  the 
broader  San  Francisco  Immigrant  Legal  and  Education  Network  (SFILEN);  now,  therefore,  be 
it 

RESOLVED,  That  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  assist  in  the  humanitarian 
relief  effort  by  dedicating  resources  towards  addressing  the  short  and  long  term  needs  of 
unaccompanied  immigrant  children  entering  the  San  Francisco  Bay  Area  by: 

a)  Promoting  the  need  for  host  families  and  sponsors  who  can  provide  safe  and  stable 
housing  opportunities  for  the  unaccompanied  children  and  work  to  move  children  from 
the  shelters  into  homes  of  relatives  or  host  families  as  soon  as  possible;  and 

b)  Identify  city  resources  to  ensure  that  City  Departments,  in  partnership  with  non-profit 
organizations,  can  offer  a  continuum  of  culturally  competent  relief  services  to  meet  the 
medical,  mental  health,  educational  and  legal  needs  of  these  children  and  their 
families;  and,  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  urges  our  United 
States  Congressional  delegation  to  ensure  the  humane  treatment  of  the  thousands  of  minors 
being  detained  and  to  extend  the  necessary  level  of  protections  including  humanitarian  relief, 
advocacy,  legal  support  and  expeditious  reunification  of  minors  with  their  families;  and,  be  it

the  Clerk  of  the  Board  to  send  a  copy  of  this  Resolution  to  the  Honorable  Dianne  Feinstein, 
United  States  Senate,  the  Honorable  Barbara  Boxer,  United  States  Senate,  the  Honorable 
Nancy  Pelosi,  Minority  Leader,  U.S.  House  of  Representatives  and  the  Honorable  Jackie

Resolution  supporting  Senate  Bill  396,  introduced  by  Senator  De  Leon,  to  repeal 
portions  of  California  Proposition  187  that  are  unconstitutional,  discriminatory,  and 
unenforceable  and  have  undermined  the  civil  rights  of  immigrant  communities  in 
California. 

WHEREAS,  In  1994,  California  voters  passed  Proposition  187,  which  restricted 
undocumented  immigrants  from  receiving  basic  government  services  such  as  public 
education,  social  services  and  healthcare  and  mandated  teachers,  doctors  and  social  workers 
to  profile  and  report  residents  suspected  to  be  residing  in  California  without  immigration 
papers;  and 

WHEREAS,  Proposition  187  reflected  an  anti-immigrant  tradition  of  ostracizing  and 
infringing  on  the  rights  of  immigrants  in  California,  which  included  banning  the  employment  of 
certain  immigrants  in  the  California  Constitution  in  1879,  prohibited  other  immigrants  from 
owning  land  in  the  California  Land  Law  of  1913,  and  segregated  ethnic  minorities  in  public 
schools;  and 

WHEREAS,  While  Proposition  187  was  rendered  unconstitutional  and  null  by  federal 
courts,  its  consideration  and  passage  added  to  the  marginalization  of  diverse  ethnic  and  racial 
communities;  and 

WHEREAS,  A  joint  study  by  the  University  of  California,  San  Francisco  and  the 
University  of  California,  Berkeley  indicates  that  Proposition  187  contributed  to  reduced  usage 
of  health  services  by  young  Latino  residents  in  San  Francisco  due  to  fear  of  State  action 
based  on  perceived  immigration  status,  and  a  subsequent  increase  in  health  emergencies;

Resolution  approving  and  authorizing  a  lease  for  the  historic  buildings  having  an 
address  at  400-600  20th  Street  east  of  Illinois  Streets  at  Pier  70  between  the  Port 
Commission  and  Orton  Development,  Inc.,  or  its  affiliate,  Historic  Pier  70,  LLC,  a 
California  limited  liability  company,  for  a  term  of  66  years  to  commence  following 
Board  approval. 

WHEREAS,  The  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  acting  by  and  through  the  San 
Francisco  Port  Commission  ("Port"  or  "Port  Commission"),  owns  a  cluster  of  several  historic 
buildings  in  need  of  substantial  rehabilitation  (the  "20th  Street  Historic  Buildings"),  having  an 
address  at  400-600  20th  Street,  at  and  east  of  Illinois  Street  which  buildings  are  generally 
known  as  the  "Historic  Core"  and  form  a  part  of  the  area  generally  referred  to  as  Pier  70;  and 

WHEREAS,  Pier  70  is  the  most  intact  19th  century  industrial  complex  west  of  the 
Mississippi  River,  containing  a  rich  collection  of  resources,  and  provides  a  physical  record 
expressing  continuity  with  past  trends  in  industrial  architecture  and  design;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Union  Iron  Works  Historic  District  (which  encompasses  all  of  Pier  70

International  Airport  Master  Plan  Final  Program  Environmental  Impact  Report  ("Master  Plan 
EIR")  prepared  by  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  Planning  Department,  Office  of 
Environmental  Review  ("OER"),  and  certified  by  the  San  Francisco  Planning  Commission  on 
May  28,  1992  by  Motion  No.  13356,  in  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  the  California 
Environmental  Quality  Act  ("CEQA"),  California  Public  Resources  Code  Section  21000  et 
seq.,  Title  14,  Section  15000  et  seq.  of  the  California  Code  of  Regulations  ("CEQA 
Guidelines")  and  Chapter  31  of  the  San  Francisco  Administrative  Code;  and 

WHEREAS,  By  Resolution  No.  1006-92  dated  December  7,  1992,  the  Board  adopted 
relevant  CEQA  findings,  which  findings  are  incorporated  herein  by  reference  as  though  fully 
set  forth;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Master  Plan  EIR  evaluated  redevelopment  of  Terminal  1  as  a 
component  of  the  Master  Plan.

Resolution  authorizing  and  directing  the  sale  of  not  to  exceed  $24,000,000  aggregate 
principal  amount  of  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  Taxable  General  Obligation 
Bonds  (Seismic  Safety  Loan  Program,  1992),  Series  2014C  in  one  or  more  series; 
prescribing  the  form  and  terms  of  said  bonds;  authorizing  the  execution, 
authentication,  and  registration  of  said  bonds;  providing  for  the  appointment  of 
depositories  and  other  agents  for  said  bonds;  providing  for  the  establishment  of 
accounts  related  to  said  bonds;  providing  for  the  manner  of  sale  of  said  bonds  by 
competitive  sale  or  negotiated  sale;  approving  the  forms  of  official  notice  of  sale,  a 
notice  of  intention  to  sell  bonds,  and  a  bond  purchase  contract;  directing  the 
publication  of  the  notice  of  intention  to  sell  bonds  in  the  event  of  a  competitive  sale; 
authorizing  the  selection  of  underwriters  in  the  event  of  a  negotiated  sale;  approving

WHEREAS,  In  November  1992  the  voters  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  (the 
"City")  approved  Proposition  A  ("Proposition  A"),  which  authorized  the  issuance  of 
$350,000,000  aggregate  principal  amount  of  general  obligation  bonds  (the  "Bonds")  to  provide 
funds  for  loans  to  finance  the  seismic  strengthening  of  unreinforced  masonry  buildings  in  the 
City,  of  which  (a)  $150,000,000  was  allocated  to  affordable  housing  below  market-rate  loans, 
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of  which  $60,000,000  was  allocated  for  deferred  loans,  and  (b)  $200,000,000  was  allocated  to 
market-rate  loans  for  residential,  commercial  and  institutional  buildings;  and 

WHEREAS,  On  February  22,  1994,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  (the  "Board")  adopted 
Resolution  No.  160-94  (the  "Authorizing  Resolution"),  which  was  signed  by  the  Mayor  of  the 
City  (the  "Mayor")  on  February  25,  1994,  and  pursuant  to  which  the  City  authorized  the 
issuance  of  the  Bonds  in  the  aggregate  principal  amount  of  $350,000,000  and  the  sale  of  the 
first  series  of  not  to  exceed  $35,000,000  aggregate  principal  amount  of  said  Bonds;  and 

WHEREAS,  Pursuant  to  the  Authorizing  Resolution,  the  City  issued  $35,000,000  of  its 
Taxable  General  Obligation  Bonds  (Seismic  Safety  Loan  Program,  1992),  Series  1994A  (the 
"Series  1994A  Bonds");  and 

WHEREAS,  On  February  6,  2007,  the  Board  adopted  Resolution  No.  65-07,  which  was 
signed  by  the  Mayor  on  February  26,  2007,  and  pursuant  to  which  the  City  issued 
$30,315,450  of  its  Taxable  General  Obligation  Bonds  (Seismic  Safety  Loan  Program,  1992), 
Series  2007A  (the  "Series  2007A  Bonds");  and 

WHEREAS,  The  City  has  issued  and  sold,  to  the  date  hereof,  a  total  of  $65,315,450  in 
aggregate  principal  amount  of  the  Bonds;  and  there  remains  $284,684,550  of  authorized  but 
unissued  Bonds;  and 

WHEREAS,  It  is  necessary  and  desirable  to  issue  an  additional  aggregate  principal 
amount  of  the  Bonds  in  one  or  more  series  to  be  entitled  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco 
Taxable  General  Obligation  Bonds  (Seismic  Safety  Loan  Program,  1992),  Series  2014C  (the 
"Series  2014C  Bonds"),  in  an  amount  not  to  exceed  $24,000,000,  the  proceeds  of  which  shall 
be  used  to  make  one  or  more  loans  for  seismic  strengthening  of  unreinforced  masonry 
buildings  in  accordance  with  Proposition  A;  and 

WHEREAS,  To  the  extent  that  proceeds  of  the  Series  201 4C  Bonds  are  used  to  make 
loans  to  finance  seismic  strengthening  of  unreinforced  masonry  buildings  associated  with  the 
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project  known  as  20th  Street  Historic  Buildings  at  Pier  70  Project  (the  "Pier  70  Project"),  the 
sale  and  issuance  of  the  Series  2014C  Bonds  and  such  use  of  bond  proceeds  represents 
implementation  of  the  Pier  70  Project;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Pier  70  Project  is  located  within  the  Eastern  Neighborhoods 
Community  Plan  Area,  for  which  the  San  Francisco  Planning  Commission  certified  the 
Eastern  Neighborhoods  Rezoning  and  Area  Plans  Final  EIR  ("EN  FEIR")  (Planning 
Department  Case  No.  2004.01 60E);  and 

WHEREAS,  The  San  Francisco  Planning  Department  prepared  a  Community  Plan 
Exemption  under  CEQA  Guidelines  Section  15183  for  the  Pier  70  Project,  upon  which  the  San 
Francisco  Port  Commission  relied  in  its  approval  of  the  Pier  70  Project  on  May  13,  2014;  and 

WHEREAS  The  Planning  Department  determined  that  the  Project  is  within  the  scope  of 
the  EN  FEIR  and  would  not  have  any  additional  or  significant  adverse  effects  that  were  not 
examined  in  the  EN  FEIR,  nor  has  any  new  or  additional  information  come  to  light  that  will 
alter  the  conclusions  of  the  EN  FEIR  and  the  proposed  Project  will  not  have  any  new  effects 
on  the  environment  that  were  not  previously  identified  in  the  EN  FEIR,  nor  will  any 
environmental  impacts  be  substantially  greater  than  described  in  the  EN  FEIR  and  no 
mitigation  measures  previously  found  infeasible  have  been  determined  to  be  feasible,  nor 
have  any  new  mitigation  measures  or  alternatives  been  identified  but  rejected  by  the  project 
sponsors;  and 

WHEREAS,  A  copy  of  the  Pier  70  Project  Community  Plan  Exemption  is  on  file  with  the 
Clerk  of  the  Board  in  File  No.  140727;  and 

WHEREAS,  All  applicable  mitigation  measures  from  the  EN  FEIR  have  been 
incorporated  into  the  Pier  70  Project  and  the  Port  Commission  has  imposed  them  as 
conditions  of  approval  through  the  adoption  of  a  Mitigation  Monitoring  and  Reporting  Program 
("MMRP")  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  in  File  No.  140727;  and 
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WHEREAS,  To  the  extent  that  proceeds  of  the  Series  2014C  Bonds  are  used  to  make 
loans  to  finance  seismic  strengthening  of  unreinforced  masonry  buildings  that  are  not  within 
the  Pier  70  Project,  the  sale  and  issuance  of  the  Series  201 4C  Bonds  are  a  funding 
mechanism  of  the  City  that  does  not  constitute  a  "project"  as  defined  by  CEQA  Guidelines  14 
Cal.  Code  Regs.  Section  15378(b)(4),  because  it  does  not  involve  commitment  to  any 
particular  project  or  projects,  each  of  which  may  be  subject  to  CEQA  review,  as  appropriate,

RESOLVED,  By  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  as 
follows: 

1.  Recitals.  All  of  the  recitals  herein  are  true  and  correct. 

2.  Conditions  Precedent.  All  conditions,  things  and  acts  required  by  law  to  exist,  to 
happen  and  to  be  performed  precedent  to  and  in  connection  with  the  issuance  of  the  Series 
2014C  Bonds  exist,  have  happened  and  have  been  performed  in  due  time,  form  and  manner 
in  accordance  with  applicable  law,  and  the  City  is  now  authorized  pursuant  to  its  Charter  and 
applicable  law  to  incur  indebtedness  in  the  manner  and  form  provided  in  this  Resolution. 

3.  Documents. The  documents  presented  to  this  Board  (which  are  an  Official  Notice 
of  Sale,  a  Notice  of  Intention  to  Sell  Bonds,  a  Bond  Purchase  Contract,  a  Preliminary  Official 
Statement,  and  a  Continuing  Disclosure  Certificate)  and  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of 
Supervisors,  or  his  or  her  designee  (the  "Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors")  are  contained  in 
File  No.  140727. 

4.  Issuance  and  Sale  of  Series  201 4C  Bonds;  Determination  of  Certain  Terms; 
Designation.  The  Board  hereby  authorizes  the  issuance  and  sale  of  not  to  exceed 
$24,000,000  principal  amount  of  Bonds  in  one  or  more  series  to  be  designated  as  "City  and 
County  of  San  Francisco  Taxable  General  Obligation  Bonds  (Seismic  Safety  Loan  Program, 
1992),  Series  201 4C"  for  the  purposes  set  forth  in  Proposition  A  approved  by  the  voters  on 
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November  3,  1992.  Each  of  the  Controller  of  the  City  or  his  or  her  designee  (the  "Controller") 
and  the  Director  of  Public  Finance  of  the  City  or  his  or  her  designee  (the  "Director  of  Public 
Finance"),  acting  singly,  is  hereby  authorized  to  determine  for  each  series  of  the  Series  201 4C 
Bonds,  the  sale  date,  the  interest  rates,  the  definitive  principal;  amount,  the  maturity  dates  and 
the  redemption  dates,  if  any,  and  the  terms  of  any  optional  or  mandatory  redemption,  subject 
to  other  specific  provisions  of  this  Resolution,  including  the  following  terms  and  conditions:  (i) 
the  Series  2014C  Bonds  shall  not  have  a  true  interest  cost  in  excess  of  12%;  and  (ii)  the 
Series  2014C  Bonds  shall  not  have  a  final  maturity  date  more  than  twenty-five  (25)  years  after 
the  date  of  issuance  of  the  Series  201 4C  Bonds.  Each  of  the  Controller  and  the  Director  of 
Public  Finance,  acting  singly,  is  further  authorized  to  give  the  Series  201 4C  Bonds  such 
additional  or  other  series  designation,  or  to  modify  such  series  designation,  as  may  be 
necessary  or  appropriate  to  distinguish  such  series  from  every  other  series  and  from  other 
bonds  issued  by  the  City. 

5.      Execution,  Authentication  and  Registration  of  the  Series  2014C  Bonds.  The 
Series  201 4C  Bonds  shall  be  in  fully  registered  form  without  coupons  in  denominations  of 
$5,000  or  any  integral  multiple  of  that  amount.  The  officers  of  the  City  are  hereby  directed  to 
cause  the  Series  2014C  Bonds  to  be  prepared  in  sufficient  quantity  for  delivery  to  or  for  the 
account  of  the  purchaser  thereof  and  the  Controller  is  hereby  directed  to  cause  the  blanks  to 
be  completed  in  accordance  with  the  Authorizing  Resolution  and  the  Bond  Award  (as  defined 
in  Section  15)  or  the  Bond  Purchase  Contract  (as  defined  in  Section  17),  to  procure  their 
execution  by  the  proper  officers  of  the  City  (including  by  facsimile  signature  if  necessary  or 
convenient)  and  authentication  as  provided  in  this  Section  5,  and  to  deliver  the  Series  201 4C 
Bonds  when  so  executed  and  authenticated  to  said  purchaser  in  exchange  for  the  purchase 
price  thereof,  all  in  accordance  with  the  Authorizing  Resolution. 

The  Series  2014C  Bonds  and  the  certificate  of  authentication  and  registration  of  the 
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Treasurer  or  his  or  her  designee  (the  "Treasurer")  and  the  form  of  assignment  to  appear 
thereon  shall  be  substantially  in  the  form  attached  hereto  as  Exhibit  A  (a  copy  of  which  is  on 
file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  and  which  is  hereby  declared  to  be  part  of  this  Resolution  as  if 
fully  set  forth  herein)  with  necessary  or  appropriate  variations,  omissions  and  insertions  as 
permitted  or  required  by  this  Resolution. 

Only  such  of  the  Series  2014C  Bonds  as  shall  bear  thereon  a  certificate  of 
authentication  and  registration  in  the  form  herein  recited,  executed  by  the  Treasurer,  shall  be 
valid  or  obligatory  for  any  purpose  or  entitled  to  the  benefits  of  this  Resolution,  and  such 
certificate  of  the  Treasurer,  executed  as  herein  provided ,  shall  be  conclusive  evidence  that  the 
Series  2014C  Bonds  so  authenticated  have  been  duly  authenticated  and  delivered  hereunder 
and  are  entitled  to  the  benefits  of  this  Resolution. 

The  Controller  shall  assign  a  distinctive  letter,  or  number,  or  letter  and  number  to  each 
Series  2014C  Bond  authenticated  and  registered  by  him  or  her  and  shall  maintain  a  record 
thereof  which  shall  be  available  for  inspection. 

6.  Registration  Books.  The  Treasurer  shall  keep  or  cause  to  be  kept,  at  the  office 
of  the  Treasurer  or  at  the  designated  office  of  any  registrar  appointed  by  the  Treasurer, 
sufficient  books  for  the  registration  and  transfer  of  the  Series  2014C  Bonds,  which  shall  at  all 
times  be  open  to  inspection,  and  upon  presentation  for  such  purpose,  the  Treasurer  shall, 
under  such  reasonable  regulations  as  he  or  she  may  prescribe  under  the  terms  of  this 
Resolution,  register  or  transfer  or  cause  to  be  registered  or  transferred,  on  said  books,  the 
Series  2014C  Bonds  as  herein  provided.  The  City  and  the  Treasurer  may  treat  the  registered 
owners  of  the  Series  2014C  Bonds  as  the  absolute  owners  thereof  for  all  purposes,  and  the 
City  and  the  Treasurer  shall  not  be  affected  by  any  notice  to  the  contrary. 

7.  Transfer  or  Exchange  of  Bonds.  Any  Series  2014C  Bond  may,  in  accordance 
with  its  terms,  be  transferred  upon  the  books  required  to  be  kept  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of

Section  6  hereof,  by  the  person  in  whose  name  it  is  registered,  in  person  or  by  the  duly 
authorized  attorney  of  such  person  in  writing,  upon  surrender  of  such  Series  2014C  Bond  for 
cancellation,  accompanied  by  delivery  of  a  duly  executed  written  instrument  of  transfer  in  a 
form  approved  by  the  Treasurer. 

Any  Series  201 4C  Bonds  may  be  exchanged  at  the  office  of  the  Treasurer  for  a  like 
aggregate  principal  amount  of  other  authorized  denominations  of  the  same  interest  rate  and 
maturity. 

Whenever  any  Series  2014C  Bond  shall  be  surrendered  for  transfer  or  exchange,  the 
designated  City  officials  shall  execute  (as  provided  in  Section  5  hereof)  and  the  Treasurer 
shall  authenticate  and  deliver  a  new  Series  201 4C  Bond  of  the  same  interest  rate  or  rates  and 
maturity  in  a  like  aggregate  principal  amount.  The  Treasurer  shall  require  the  payment  by  any 
bond  owner  requesting  any  such  transfer  of  any  tax  or  other  governmental  charge  required  to 
be  paid  with  respect  to  such  transfer  or  exchange. 

No  transfer  or  exchange  of  Series  of  2014  Bonds  shall  be  required  to  be  made  by  the 
Treasurer  during  the  period  from  the  Record  Date  (as  defined  in  subsection  (b)  of  Section  8) 
next  preceding  each  interest  payment  date  to  such  interest  payment  date  or  after  a  notice  of 
redemption  shall  have  been  mailed  with  respect  to  such  Series  2014C  Bonds. 

8.       Terms  of  the  Bonds:  General  Redemption  Provisions. 

(a)  Date  of  the  Series  2014C  Bonds.  The  Series  2014C  Bonds  shall 
be  dated  the  date  of  their  delivery  or  such  other  date  (the  "Dated  Date")  as  specified  in  the 
Bond  Award  or  the  Bond  Purchase  Contract. 

(b)  Payment  of  the  Series  2014C  Bonds.  The  principal  of  the  Series 
2014C  Bonds  shall  be  payable  in  lawful  money  of  the  United  States  of  America  to  their 
owners,  upon  surrender  at  maturity  or  earlier  redemption  at  the  office  of  the  Treasurer.  The 
interest  on  the  Series  2014C  Bonds  shall  be  payable  in  like  lawful  money  to  the  person  whose 
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name  appears  on  the  bond  registration  books  of  the  Treasurer  as  the  owner  as  of  the  close  of 
business  on  the  last  day  of  the  month  immediately  preceding  an  interest  payment  date  (the 
"Record  Date"),  whether  or  not  such  day  is  a  Business  Day  (as  defined  below). 

Except  as  may  be  otherwise  provided  in  connection  with  any  book-entry  only  system 
applicable  to  the  Series  2014C  Bonds,  payment  of  the  interest  on  any  Series  2014C  Bond 
shall  be  made  by  check  mailed  on  the  interest  payment  date  to  such  owner  at  such  owner's 
address  as  it  appears  on  the  registration  books  as  of  the  Record  Date;  provided,  that  if  any 
interest  payment  date  occurs  on  a  day  that  banks  in  California  or  New  York  are  closed  for 
business  or  the  New  York  Stock  Exchange  is  closed  for  business,  then  such  payment  shall  be 
made  on  the  next  succeeding  day  that  banks  in  both  California  and  New  York  are  open  for 
business  and  the  New  York  Stock  Exchange  is  open  for  business  (each,  a  "Business  Day"); 
and  provided,  further,  that  the  registered  owner  of  an  aggregate  principal  amount  of  at  least 
$1,000,000  of  Series  2014C  Bonds  may  submit  a  written  request  to  the  Treasurer  on  or 
before  a  Record  Date  preceding  an  interest  payment  date  for  payment  of  interest  on  the  next 
succeeding  interest  payment  date  and  thereafter  by  wire  transfer  to  a  commercial  bank 
located  within  the  United  States  of  America 

For  so  long  as  any  Series  2014C  Bonds  are  held  in  book-entry  form  by  a  securities 
depository  selected  by  the  City  pursuant  to  Section  13,  payment  shall  be  made  to  the 
registered  owner  of  the  Series  2014C  Bonds  designated  by  such  securities  depository  by  wire 
transfer  of  immediately  available  funds. 

(c)      Interest  on  the  Series  2014C  Bonds.  The  Series  2014C  Bonds 
shall  bear  interest  at  rates  to  be  determined  upon  the  sale  of  the  Series  2014C  Bonds, 
calculated  on  the  basis  of  a  360-day  year  comprised  of  twelve  30-day  months,  payable  on 
December  15,  2014  (or  such  other  date  as  may  be  designated  in  the  Bond  Award  or  the  Bond 
Purchase  Contract),  and  semiannually  thereafter  on  June  15  and  December  15  of  each  year. 
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Each  Series  2014C  Bond  shall  bear  interest  from  the  interest  payment  date  next  preceding 
the  date  of  its  authentication  unless  it  is  authenticated  as  of  a  day  during  the  period  from  the 
Record  Date  next  preceding  any  interest  payment  date  to  the  interest  payment  date,  inclusive, 
in  which  event  it  shall  bear  interest  from  such  interest  payment  date,  or  unless  it  is 
authenticated  on  or  before  the  first  Record  Date,  in  which  event  it  shall  bear  interest  from  the 
Dated  Date;  provided,  that  if,  at  the  time  of  authentication  of  any  Series  2014C  Bond,  interest 
is  in  default  on  the  Series  201 4C  Bonds,  such  Series  201 4C  Bond  shall  bear  interest  from  the 
interest  payment  date  to  which  interest  has  previously  been  paid  or  made  available  for 
payment  on  the  Series  2014C  Bonds  or  from  the  Dated  Date  if  the  first  interest  payment  is  not 
made 

(d)  Optional  Redemption.  The  Series  2014C  Bonds  shall  be  subject 
to  optional  redemption  prior  to  maturity  as  provided  in  the  Official  Notice  of  Sale  or  the  Bond 
Award  or  the  Bond  Purchase  Contract. 

(e)  Mandatory  Redemption.  The  Series  201 4C  Bonds  shall  be  subject 
to  mandatory  redemption  at  par,  by  lot,  in  any  year  in  which  the  purchaser  has  designated  that 
the  principal  amount  payable  with  respect  to  that  year  shall  constitute  a  mandatory  sinking 
fund  payment  as  permitted  by  the  Official  Notice  of  Sale.  Any  Series  2014C  Bonds  subject  to 
mandatory  redemption  shall  be  designated  as  such  in  the  Official  Notice  of  Sale  or  the  Bond 
Award  or  the  Bond  Purchase  Contract. 

The  principal  of  and  interest  on  the  Series  201 4C  Bonds  subject  to  mandatory 
redemption  shall  be  paid  from  the  Series  2014C  Bond  Account  (as  defined  in  Section  9), 
pursuant  to  Section  9.  In  lieu  of  any  such  mandatory  redemption  for  Series  2014C  Bonds,  at 
any  time  prior  to  the  selection  of  Series  2014C  Bonds  for  mandatory  redemption,  the  City  may 
apply  amounts  on  deposit  in  the  Series  201 4C  Bond  Account  to  make  such  payment  to  the 
purchase,  at  public  or  private  sale,  of  Series  2014C  Bonds  subject  to  such  mandatory 
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redemption,  and  when  and  at  such  prices  not  in  excess  of  the  principal  amount  thereof 
(including  sales  commission  and  other  charges  but  excluding  accrued  interest),  as  the  City 
may  determine. 

(f)  Selection  of  Series  2014C  Bonds  for  Redemption.  Whenever  less 
than  all  of  the  outstanding  Series  201 4C  Bonds  are  called  for  redemption  on  any  date,  the 
Treasurer  will  select  the  maturities  of  the  Series  201 4C  Bonds  to  be  redeemed  in  the  sole 
discretion  of  the  Treasurer.  Whenever  less  than  all  of  the  outstanding  Series  201 4C  Bonds 
maturing  on  any  one  date  are  called  for  redemption  on  any  one  date,  (i)  if  the  Series  2014C 
Bonds  are  not  registered  in  book-entry  only  form,  the  Treasurer  will  select  the  Series  2014C 
Bonds  or  portions  thereof,  in  denominations  of  $5,000  or  any  integral  multiple  thereof,  to  be 
redeemed  from  the  outstanding  Series  201 4C  Bonds  maturing  on  such  date  not  previously 
selected  for  redemption,  by  lot,  in  any  manner  which  the  Treasurer  deems  fair;  and  (ii)  if  the 
Series  2014C  Bonds  are  registered  in  book-entry  only  form  and  so  long  as  DTC  (as  defined  in 
Section  13)  or  a  successor  securities  depository  is  the  sole  registered  owner  of  the  Series 
2014C  Bonds,  the  particular  Series  2014C  Bonds  or  portions  thereof  to  be  redeemed  shall  be 
selected  on  a  "Pro  Rata  Pass-Through  Distribution  of  Principal"  basis  in  accordance  with  DTC 
procedures  and  with  the  operational  arrangements  of  DTC  then  in  effect  that  currently  provide 
for  adjustment  of  the  principal  by  a  factor  provided  pursuant  to  DTC  operational 
arrangements,  and  if  the  Treasurer  does  not  provide  the  necessary  information  and  identify 
the  redemption  as  on  a  Pro  Rata  Pass-Through  Distribution  of  Principal  basis,  the  Series 
2014C  Bonds  shall  be  selected  for  redemption  by  lot  in  accordance  with  DTC  procedures;  in 
each  case  unless  otherwise  provided  in  the  Notice  of  Sale,  the  Bond  Award  or  the  Bond 
Purchase  Contract. 

(g)  Notice  of  Redemption.  The  date  on  which  Series  2014C  Bonds 
that  are  called  for  redemption  are  to  be  presented  for  redemption  is  called  the  "Redemption 
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Date."  The  Treasurer  shall  mail,  or  cause  to  be  mailed,  notice  of  any  redemption  of  Series 
2014C  Bonds,  postage  prepaid,  to  the  respective  registered  owners  at  the  addresses 
appearing  on  the  bond  registration  books  not  less  than  twenty  (20)  nor  more  than  sixty  (60) 
days  prior  to  the  Redemption  Date.  The  notice  of  redemption  shall  (i)  state  the  Redemption 
Date;  (ii)  state  the  redemption  price;  (iii)  state  the  maturity  dates  of  the  Series  2014C  Bonds  to 
be  redeemed  and,  if  less  than  all  of  any  such  maturity  is  called  for  redemption,  the  distinctive 
numbers  of  the  Series  201  AC  Bonds  of  such  maturity  to  be  redeemed,  and  in  the  case  of  any 
Series  2014C  Bonds  to  be  redeemed  in  part  only,  the  respective  portions  of  the  principal 
amount  to  be  redeemed;  (iv)  state  the  CUSIP  number,  if  any,  of  each  Series  2014C  Bond  to 
be  redeemed;  (v)  require  that  such  Series  2014C  Bonds  be  surrendered  by  the  owners  at  the 
office  of  the  Treasurer  or  his  or  her  agent;  and  (vi)  give  notice  that  interest  on  such  Series 
2014C  Bonds  or  portions  of  Series  2014C  Bonds  to  be  redeemed  will  cease  to  accrue  after 
the  Redemption  Date.  Notice  of  optional  redemption  may  be  conditional  upon  receipt  of  funds 
or  other  event  specified  in  the  notice  of  redemption  as  provided  in  subsection  (j)  of  this 
Section  8. 

The  actual  receipt  by  the  owner  of  any  Series  2014C  Bond  of  notice  of  such 
redemption  shall  not  be  a  condition  precedent  to  redemption,  and  failure  to  receive  such 
notice,  or  any  defect  in  such  notice  so  mailed,  shall  not  affect  the  validity  of  the  proceedings 
for  the  redemption  of  such  Series  2014C  Bonds  or  the  cessation  of  accrual  of  interest  on  such 
Series  201 4C  Bonds  on  the  Redemption  Date. 

Notice  of  redemption  also  shall  be  given,  or  caused  to  be  given  by  the  Treasurer,  by  (i) 
registered  or  certified  mail,  postage  prepaid,  (ii)  confirmed  facsimile  transmission,  (iii) 
overnight  delivery  service,  or  (iv)  to  the  extent  acceptable  to  the  intended  recipient,  email  or 
similar  electronic  means,  to  (A)  all  organizations  registered  with  the  Securities  and  Exchange 
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Commission  as  securities  depositories  and  (B)  such  other  services  or  organizations  as  may 
be  required  in  accordance  with  the  Continuing  Disclosure  Certificate  described  in  Section  20. 

The  notice  or  notices  required  for  redemption  shall  be  given  by  the  Treasurer  or  any 
agent  appointed  by  the  City.  A  certificate  of  the  Treasurer  or  such  other  appointed  agent  of 
the  City  that  notice  of  redemption  has  been  given  to  the  owner  of  any  Series  201 4C  Bond  to 
be  redeemed  in  accordance  with  this  Resolution  shall  be  conclusive  against  all  parties. 

(h)      Series  2014C  Redemption  Account.  At  the  time  the  Treasurer  or 
the  Controller  determines  to  optionally  call  and  redeem  any  of  the  Series  2014C  Bonds,  the 
Treasurer  or  his  or  her  agent  shall  establish  a  redemption  account  to  be  described  or  known 
as  the  "Taxable  General  Obligation  Bonds  (Seismic  Safety  Loan  Program,  1992),  Series 
2014C  Redemption  Account"  (the  "Series  2014C  Redemption  Account"),  and  prior  to  or  on  the 
Redemption  Date  there  must  be  set  aside  in  the  Series  2014C  Redemption  Account  moneys 
available  for  the  purpose  and  sufficient  to  redeem,  as  provided  in  this  Resolution,  the  Series 
2014C  Bonds  designated  in  said  notice  of  redemption,  subject  to  the  provisions  of  subsection 
(j)  of  this  Section  8.  Said  moneys  must  be  set  aside  in  the  Series  2014C  Redemption  Account 
solely  for  the  purpose  of,  and  shall  be  applied  on  or  after  the  Redemption  Date  to,  payment  of 
the  redemption  price  of  the  Series  2014C  Bonds  to  be  redeemed  upon  presentation  and 
surrender  of  such  Series  2014C  Bonds.  Any  interest  due  on  or  prior  to  the  Redemption  Date 
may  be  paid  from  the  Series  2014C  Bond  Account  as  provided  in  Section  9  or  from  the  Series 
2014C  Redemption  Account.  Moneys  held  from  time  to  time  in  the  Series  2014C  Redemption 
Account  shall  be  invested  by  the  Treasurer  pursuant  to  the  City's  policies  and  guidelines  for 
investment  of  moneys  in  the  General  Fund  of  the  City.  If,  after  all  of  the  Series  2014C  Bonds 
have  been  redeemed  and  canceled  or  paid  and  canceled,  there  are  moneys  remaining  in  the 
Series  2014C  Redemption  Account,  said  moneys  shall  be  transferred  to  the  General  Fund  of 
the  City  or  to  such  other  fund  or  account  as  required  by  applicable  law;  provided,  that  if  said 
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moneys  are  part  of  the  proceeds  of  refunding  bonds,  said  moneys  shall  be  transferred 
pursuant  to  the  resolution  authorizing  such  refunding  bonds. 

(i)      Effect  of  Redemption.  When  notice  of  optional  redemption  has 
been  given  substantially  as  provided  in  this  Resolution,  and  when  the  amount  necessary  for 
the  redemption  of  the  Series  2014C  Bonds  called  for  redemption  (principal,  premium,  if  any, 
and  accrued  interest  to  such  Redemption  Date)  is  set  aside  for  that  purpose  in  the  Series 
2014C  Redemption  Account,  the  Series  201  AC  Bonds  designated  for  redemption  shall 
become  due  and  payable  on  the  Redemption  Date,  and  upon  presentation  and  surrender  of 
said  Series  2014C  Bonds  at  the  place  specified  in  the  notice  of  redemption,  such  Series 
2014C  Bonds  shall  be  redeemed  and  paid  at  said  redemption  price  out  of  said  Series  201 4C 
Redemption  Account.  No  interest  will  accrue  on  such  Series  201 4C  Bonds  called  for 
redemption  after  the  Redemption  Date  and  the  registered  owners  of  such  Series  201 4C 
Bonds  shall  look  for  payment  of  such  Series  2014C  Bonds  only  to  the  Series  2014C 
Redemption  Account.  All  Series  201 4C  Bonds  redeemed  shall  be  canceled  immediately  by 
the  Treasurer  and  shall  not  be  reissued. 

(j)      Conditional  Notice  of  Redemption;  Rescission  of  Redemption.  Any 
notice  of  optional  redemption  given  as  provided  in  subsection  (g)  of  this  Section  8  may 
provide  that  such  redemption  is  conditioned  upon:  (i)  deposit  in  the  Series  201 4C  Redemption 
Account  of  sufficient  moneys  to  redeem  the  Series  201 4C  Bonds  called  for  optional 
redemption  on  the  anticipated  Redemption  Date,  or  (ii)  the  occurrence  of  any  other  event 
specified  in  the  notice  of  redemption.  If  conditional  notice  of  redemption  has  been  given 
substantially  as  provided  in  this  subsection  G),  and  on  the  scheduled  Redemption  Date  (i) 
sufficient  moneys  to  redeem  the  Series  2014C  Bonds  called  for  optional  redemption  on  the 
Redemption  Date  have  not  been  deposited  in  the  Series  201  AC  Redemption  Account,  or  (ii) 
any  other  event  specified  in  the  notice  of  redemption  as  a  condition  to  the  redemption  has  not 
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occurred,  then  (y)  the  Series  2014C  Bonds  for  which  conditional  notice  of  redemption  was 
given  shall  not  be  redeemed  on  the  anticipated  Redemption  Date  and  shall  remain 
Outstanding  for  all  purposes  of  this  Resolution,  and  (z)  the  redemption  not  occurring  shall  not 
constitute  a  default  under  this  Resolution  or  the  Authorizing  Resolution. 

(k)      The  City  may  rescind  any  optional  redemption  and  notice  of  it  for 
any  reason  on  any  date  prior  to  any  Redemption  Date  by  causing  written  notice  of  the 
rescission  to  be  given  to  the  owners  of  all  Series  201 4C  Bonds  so  called  for  redemption. 
Notice  of  any  such  rescission  of  redemption  shall  be  given  in  the  same  manner  notice  of 
redemption  was  originally  given.  The  actual  receipt  by  the  owner  of  any  Series  2014C  Bond 
of  notice  of  such  rescission  shall  not  be  a  condition  precedent  to  rescission,  and  failure  to 
receive  such  notice  or  any  defect  in  such  notice  so  mailed  shall  not  affect  the  validity  of  the 
rescission. 

9.  Series  2014C  Bond  Account.  There  is  hereby  established  with  the  Treasurer  a 
special  account  in  the  Taxable  General  Obligation  Bonds  (Seismic  Safety  Loan  Program) 
Bond  Fund  (the  "Bond  Fund")  created  pursuant  to  Section  4  of  the  Authorizing  Resolution,  to 
be  designated  the  "Taxable  General  Obligation  Bonds  (Seismic  Safety  Loan  Program,  1992), 
Series  2014C  Bond  Account"  (the  "Series  2014C  Bond  Account"),  to  be  held  separate  and 
apart  from  all  other  accounts  of  the  City.  All  interest  earned  on  amounts  on  deposit  in  the 
Series  2014C  Bond  Account  shall  be  retained  in  the  Series  2014C  Bond  Account. 

On  or  prior  to  the  date  on  which  any  payment  of  principal  or  interest  on  the  Series 
2014C  Bonds  is  due,  including  any  Series  2014C  Bonds  subject  to  mandatory  redemption  or 
prepayment  on  said  date,  the  Treasurer  shall  allocate  to  and  deposit  in  the  Series  2014C 
Bond  Account,  from  amounts  held  in  the  Bond  Fund  pursuant  to  Section  4  of  the  Authorizing 
Resolution,  an  amount  which,  when  added  to  any  available  moneys  contained  in  the  Series 
2014C  Bond  Account,  is  sufficient  to  pay  principal  and  interest  on  the  Series  2014C  Bonds  on 
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such  date. 

On  or  prior  to  the  date  on  which  any  Series  201 4C  Bonds  are  to  be  redeemed  or 
prepaid  at  the  option  of  the  City  pursuant  to  this  Resolution,  the  Treasurer  may  allocate  to  and 
deposit  in  the  Series  2014C  Redemption  Account,  from  amounts  held  in  the  Bond  Fund 
pursuant  to  Section  4  of  the  Authorizing  Resolution,  an  amount  which,  when  added  to  any 
available  moneys  contained  in  the  Series  201 4C  Redemption  Account,  is  sufficient  to  pay 
principal,  interest  and  premium,  if  any,  on  such  Series  201 4C  Bonds  on  such  date.  The 
Treasurer  may  make  such  other  provision  for  the  payment  of  principal  and  interest  and  any 
premium  on  the  Series  2014C  Bonds  as  is  necessary  or  convenient  to  permit  the  optional 
redemption  or  prepayment  of  the  Series  2014C  Bonds. 

Amounts  in  the  Series  2014C  Bond  Account  may  be  invested  in  any  investment  of  the 
City  in  which  moneys  in  the  General  Fund  of  the  City  are  invested.  The  Treasurer  may 
commingle  any  of  the  moneys  held  in  the  Series  2014C  Bond  Account  with  other  City  moneys 
or  deposit  amounts  credited  to  the  Series  2014C  Bond  Account  into  a  separate  fund  or  funds 
for  investment  purposes  only;  provided,  however,  that  all  of  the  moneys  held  in  the  Series 
2014C  Bond  Account  hereunder  shall  be  accounted  for  separately  notwithstanding  any  such 
commingling  or  separate  deposit  by  the  Treasurer.  Any  premium  or  accrued  interest  received 
upon  the  sale  of  the  Series  2014C  Bonds  shall  be  deposited  into  the  Series  2014C  Bond 
Account. 

1 0.  Series  2014C  Loan  Repayment  Account.  There  is  hereby  established  with  the 
Treasurer  a  special  loan  repayment  account  in  the  Taxable  General  Obligation  Bonds 
(Seismic  Safety  Loan  Program,  1992)  Loan  Repayment  Fund  (the  "Loan  Repayment  Fund") 
created  pursuant  to  Section  5  of  the  Authorizing  Resolution,  to  be  designated  the  "Taxable 
General  Obligation  Bonds  (Seismic  Safety  Loan  Program,  1992)  Series  2014C  Loan 
Repayment  Account"  (the  "Series  2014C  Loan  Repayment  Account")  to  be  held  separate  and 
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apart  from  all  other  accounts  of  the  City.  All  regularly  scheduled  loan  repayments  received 
from  loans  the  proceeds  of  which  were  derived  from  the  Series  201  AC  Bonds  (other  than 
prepayments,  which  shall  be  deposited  in  the  hereinafter  defined  Series  201 4C  Prepayment 
Account)  shall  be  deposited  upon  receipt  by  the  Treasurer  in  the  Series  201  AC  Loan 
Repayment  Account. 

So  long  as  any  of  the  Series  2014C  Bonds  are  outstanding,  moneys  in  the  Series 
2014C  Loan  Repayment  Account  shall  be  used  solely  for  the  purpose  of  paying  the  principal 
of  and  interest  on  the  Series  201  AC  Bonds  as  such  principal  and  interest  shall  become  due 
and  payable  or  upon  prior  redemption,  provided,  however,  that  when  all  then  outstanding 
Series  201  AC  Bonds  are  paid,  any  moneys  in  the  Series  2014C  Loan  Repayment  Account 
may  be  used  for  paying  the  principal  of  and  interest  on  any  Bonds  as  such  principal  and 
interest  shall  become  due  and  payable  or  upon  redemption.  If  no  Bonds  are  then  outstanding 
or  authorized  but  unissued,  any  balance  of  money  then  remaining  in  said  fund  may  be  used 
for  any  lawful  purpose,  including,  but  not  limited  to,  making  additional  loans  for  seismic 
strengthening  of  unreinforced  masonry  buildings  and  the  payment  of  debt  service  or  the 
redemption  of  other  outstanding  general  obligation  bonds  of  the  City,  as  shall  be  determined 
by  the  Director  of  Public  Finance,  in  consultation  with  the  City  Attorney. 

1 1 .  Series  2014C  Loan  Account  and  Series  2014C  Costs  of  Issuance  Account.  There  is 
hereby  established  with  the  Treasurer  a  special  loan  account  in  the  Seismic  Safety  Loan  Fund 
(the  "Loan  Fund")  created  pursuant  to  Section  14  of  the  Authorizing  Resolution,  to  be 
designated  the  "Taxable  General  Obligation  Bonds  (Seismic  Safety  Loan  Program,  1992), 
Series  2014C  Loan  Account"  (the  "Series  2014C  Loan  Account")  and  a  special  costs  of 
issuance  account  to  be  designated  as  the  "Taxable  General  Obligation  Bonds  (Seismic  Safety 
Loan  Program,  1992),  Series  201 4C  Costs  of  Issuance  Account"  (the  "Series  2014C  Cost  of 
Issuance  Account").  Such  Series  2014C  Loan  Account  and  Series  2014C  Costs  of  Issuance 
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Account  shall  be  kept  separate  and  apart  from  all  other  funds  and  accounts.  All  proceeds  from 
the  sale  of  the  Series  2014C  Bonds  (except  any  premium  and/or  accrued  interest  on  such 
sale  which  shall  be  deposited  in  the  Series  2014C  Bond  Account  pursuant  to  Section  9  of  this 
Resolution)  shall  be  deposited  by  the  Treasurer  in  the  Series  201 4C  Loan  Account  and  Series 
2014C  Costs  of  Issuance  Account  as  directed  by  the  Director  of  Public  Finance. 

All  moneys  in  the  Series  2014C  Loan  Account  shall  be  applied  exclusively  to  the  object 
and  purpose  specified  in  the  proposition  set  forth  in  Section  3  of  the  Authorizing  Resolution. 
All  moneys  in  the  Series  201 4C  Costs  of  Issuance  Account  shall  be  applied  to  the  payment  of 
costs  of  issuance  associated  with  the  Series  201 4C  Bonds.  Costs  of  issuance  of  the  Series 
2014C  Bonds  shall  include,  without  limitation,  bond  and  financial  printing  expenses,  mailing 
and  publication  expenses,  rating  agency  fees,  the  fees  and  expenses  of  paying  agents, 
registrars,  financial  consultants,  disclosure  counsel  and  co-bond  counsel,  and  the 
reimbursement  of  City  departmental  expenses  in  connection  with  the  issuance  of  the  Series 
2014C  Bonds.  Any  moneys  remaining  in  the  Series  2014C  Costs  of  Issuance  Account  when 
all  such  costs  have  been  paid  shall  be  transferred  to  the  Series  2014C  Loan  Account  as 
directed  by  the  Director  of  Public  Finance.  Any  moneys  remaining  in  the  Series  201 4C  Loan 
Account  when  the  object  and  purpose  set  forth  above  have  been  accomplished  shall  be 
transferred  to  the  Series  201 4C  Bond  Account  or  the  Series  201 4C  Redemption  Account  as 
the  Director  of  Public  Finance  shall  direct  in  writing. 

12.  Prepayment  Fund.  There  is  hereby  established  with  the  Treasurer  a  special 
account  in  the  Taxable  General  Obligation  Bonds  (Seismic  Safety  Loan  Program,  1992) 
Prepayment  Fund  (the  "Prepayment  Fund")  created  pursuant  to  Section  15  of  the  Authorizing 
Resolution,  to  be  designated  as  the  "Taxable  General  Obligation  Bonds  (Seismic  Safety  Loan 
Program,  1992),  Series  2014C  Prepayment  Account"  (the  "Series  2014C  Prepayment 
Account"),  to  be  held  separate  and  apart  from  all  other  accounts  of  the  City.  All  loan 
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prepayments  received  from  loans  the  proceeds  of  which  were  derived  from  the  Series  2014C 
Bonds  shall  be  deposited  upon  receipt  by  the  Treasurer  in  the  Series  2014C  Prepayment 
Account.  All  interest  earned  on  amounts  on  deposit  in  the  Series  2014C  Prepayment  Account 
shall  be  retained  in  the  Series  201 4C  Prepayment  Account. 

So  long  as  any  of  the  Series  2014C  Bonds  are  outstanding,  moneys  in  the  Series 
2014C  Prepayment  Account  shall  be  used  solely  for  the  purpose  of  redeeming  or  prepaying 
Series  2014C  Bonds  or  for  paying  principal  of  or  interest  on  the  Series  2014C  Bonds  as  the 
same  becomes  due  on  or  before  their  maturity  date  or  prior  redemption  date,  as  the  Director 
of  Public  Finance  may  direct  in  writing,  provided,  however,  that  when  all  then  outstanding 
Series  201 4C  Bonds  are  paid,  any  moneys  in  the  Series  2014C  Prepayment  Account  may  be 
used  for  the  purpose  of  redeeming  or  prepaying  any  Bonds  or  for  paying  principal  of  or 
interest  on  any  Bonds  as  the  same  becomes  due  on  or  before  their  maturity  date  or  prior 
redemption  date,  as  the  Director  of  Public  Finance  may  direct  in  writing.  If  no  Bonds  are  then 
outstanding  or  authorized  but  unissued,  any  balance  of  money  then  remaining  in  said  fund 
may  be  used  for  any  lawful  purpose,  including,  but  not  limited  to,  making  additional  loans  for 
seismic  strengthening  of  unreinforced  masonry  buildings  and  the  payment  of  debt  service  or 
the  redemption  of  other  outstanding  general  obligation  bonds  of  the  City,  as  shall  be 
determined  by  the  Director  of  Public  Finance,  in  consultation  with  the  City  Attorney. 

13.  Appointment  of  Depositories  and  Other  Agents.  The  Treasurer  is  hereby  authorized 
and  directed  to  appoint  one  or  more  depositories  as  he  or  she  may  deem  necessary  or 
desirable  and  may  modify  the  procedures  set  forth  in  Section  6,  Section  7  and  Section  8 
relating  to  registration  of  ownership  of  the  Series  2014C  Bonds  and  payments  and  redemption 
notices  to  owners  of  the  Series  2014C  Bonds  to  comply  with  the  policies  and  procedures  of 
such  depository. 

The  City  will  not  have  any  responsibility  or  obligation  to  any  purchaser  of  a  beneficial 
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ownership  interest  in  any  Series  2014C  Bonds  or  to  any  participants  in  such  a  depository  with 
respect  to  (i)  the  accuracy  of  any  records  maintained  by  such  securities  depository  or  any 
participant  therein;  (ii)  any  notice  that  is  permitted  or  required  to  be  given  to  the  owners  of 
Series  201  AC  Bonds  under  this  Resolution;  (iii)  the  selection  by  such  securities  depository  or 
any  participant  therein  of  any  person  to  receive  payment  in  the  event  of  a  partial  redemption 
of  Series  201  AC  Bonds;  (iv)  the  payment  by  such  securities  depository  or  any  participant 
therein  of  any  amount  with  respect  to  the  principal  or  redemption  premium,  if  any,  or  interest 
due  with  respect  to  Series  2014C  Bonds;  (v)  any  consent  given  or  other  action  taken  by  such 
securities  depository  as  the  owner  of  Series  201  AC  Bonds;  or  (vi)  any  other  matter. 

The  Depository  Trust  Company  ("DTC")  is  appointed  as  depository  for  the  Series 
2014C  Bonds.  The  Series  2014C  Bonds  shall  be  initially  issued  in  book-entry  form.  Upon 
initial  issuance,  the  ownership  of  each  Series  2014C  Bond  shall  be  registered  in  the  bond 
register  in  the  name  of  Cede  &  Co.,  as  nominee  of  DTC.  So  long  as  each  Series  201 4C  Bond 
is  registered  in  book-entry  form,  each  Series  2014C  Bond  shall  be  registered  in  the  name  of 
Cede  &  Co.  or  in  the  name  of  such  successor  nominee  as  may  be  designated  from  time  to 
time  by  DTC  or  any  successor  as  depository. 

The  Treasurer  is  also  authorized  and  directed  to  appoint  one  or  more  agents  as  he  or 
she  may  deem  necessary  or  desirable.  To  the  extent  permitted  by  applicable  law  and  under 
the  supervision  of  the  Treasurer,  such  agents  may  serve  as  paying  agent,  fiscal  agent,  rebate 
calculation  agent  or  escrow  agent  or  registrar  for  the  Series  2014C  Bond  or  may  assist  the 
Treasurer  in  performing  any  or  all  of  such  functions  and  such  other  duties  as  the  Treasurer 
shall  determine.  Such  agents  shall  serve  under  such  terms  and  conditions  as  the  Treasurer 
shall  determine.  The  Treasurer  may  remove  or  replace  agents  appointed  pursuant  to  this 
paragraph  at  any  time.

14.  Defeasance  Provisions  Payment  of  all  or  any  portion  of  the  Series  2014C  Bonds 
may  be  provided  for  prior  to  such  Series  2014C  Bonds'  respective  stated  maturities  by 
irrevocably  depositing  with  the  Treasurer  (or  any  commercial  bank  or  trust  company 
designated  by  the  Treasurer  to  act  as  escrow  agent  with  respect  thereto): 

(a)  An  amount  of  cash  equal  to  the  principal  amount  of  all  of  such 
Series  2014C  Bonds  or  a  portion  thereof,  and  all  unpaid  interest  thereon  to  maturity,  except 
that  in  the  case  of  Series  2014C  Bonds  which  are  to  be  redeemed  prior  to  such  Series  2014C 
Bonds'  respective  stated  maturities  and  in  respect  of  which  notice  of  such  redemption  shall 
have  been  given  as  provided  in  Section  8  hereof  or  an  irrevocable  election  to  give  such  notice 
shall  have  been  made  by  the  City,  the  amount  to  be  deposited  shall  be  the  principal  amount 
thereof,  all  unpaid  interest  thereon  to  the  redemption  date,  and  any  premium  due  on  such 
redemption  date,  or 

(b)  Defeasance  Securities  (as  herein  defined)  not  subject  to  call, 
except  as  provided  below  in  the  definition  thereof,  maturing  and  paying  interest  at  such  times 
and  in  such  amounts;  together  with  interest  earnings  and  cash,  if  required,  as  will,  without 
reinvestment,  as  certified  by  an  independent  certified  public  accountant,  be  fully  sufficient  to 
pay  the  principal  and  all  unpaid  interest  to  maturity,  or  to  the  redemption  date,  as  the  case 
may  be,  and  any  premium  due  on  the  Series  2014C  Bonds  to  be  paid  or  redeemed,  as  such 
principal  and  interest  come  due;  provided,  that,  in  the  case  of  the  Series  2014C  Bonds  which 
are  to  be  redeemed  prior  to  maturity,  notice  of  such  redemption  shall  be  given  as  provided  in 
Section  8  hereof  or  an  irrevocable  election  to  give  such  notice  shall  have  been  made  by  the 
City;  then,  all  obligations  of  the  City  with  respect  to  said  outstanding  Series  201 4C  Bonds 
shall  cease  and  terminate,  except  only  the  obligation  of  the  City  to  pay  or  cause  to  be  paid 
from  the  funds  deposited  pursuant  to  paragraphs  (a)  or  (b)  of  this  Section  14,  to  the  owners  of 
said  Series  2014C  Bonds  all  sums  due  with  respect  thereto;  provided,  that  the  City  shall  have 
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received  an  opinion  of  nationally  recognized  bond  counsel,  that  provision  for  the  payment  of 
said  Series  2014C  Bonds  has  been  made  in  accordance  with  this  Section  14. 

For  purpose  of  this  Section  14,  "Defeasance  Securities"  shall  mean  any  of  the  following 
which  at  the  time  are  legal  investments  under  the  laws  of  the  State  of  California  for  the 
moneys  proposed  to  be  invested  therein: 

(i)  United  States  Obligations  (as  herein  defined);  and 

(ii)  Pre-refunded  fixed  interest  rate  municipal  obligations  meeting  the 
following  conditions:  (a)  the  municipal  obligations  are  not  subject  to  redemption  prior  to 
maturity,  or  the  trustee  has  been  given  irrevocable  instructions  concerning  their  calling  and 
redemption  and  the  issuer  has  covenanted  not  to  redeem  such  obligations  other  than  as  set 
forth  in  such  instructions;  (b)  the  municipal  obligations  are  secured  by  cash  and/or  United 
States  Obligations;  (c)  the  principal  of  and  interest  on  the  United  States  Obligations  (plus  any 
cash  in  the  escrow  fund  or  the  redemption  account)  are  sufficient  to  meet  the  liabilities  of  the 
municipal  obligations;  (d)  the  United  States  Obligations  serving  as  security  for  the  municipal 
obligations  are  held  by  an  escrow  agent  or  trustee;  (e)  the  United  States  Obligations  are  not 
available  to  satisfy  any  other  claims,  including  those  against  the  trustee  or  escrow  agent;  and 
(f)  the  municipal  obligations  are  rated  (without  regard  to  any  numerical  modifier,  plus  or  minus 
sign  or  other  modifier),  at  the  time  of  original  deposit  to  the  escrow  fund,  by  any  two  of  the 
three  Rating  Agencies  (as  defined  herein)  not  lower  than  the  rating  then  maintained  by  the 
respective  Rating  Agency  on  United  States  Obligations. 

For  purposes  of  this  Section  14,  "United  States  Obligations"  shall  mean  (i)  direct  and 
general  obligations  of  the  United  States  of  America,  or  obligations  that  are  unconditionally 
guaranteed  as  to  principal  and  interest  by  the  United  States  of  America,  including  without 
limitation,  the  interest  component  of  Resolution  Funding  Corporation  (REFCORP)  bonds 
which  have  been  stripped  by  request  to  the  Federal  Reserve  Bank  of  New  York  in  book-entry 
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form  or  (ii)  any  security  issued  by  an  agency  or  instrumentality  of  the  United  States  of  America 
which  is  selected  by  the  Director  of  Public  Finance  that  results  in  the  escrow  fund  being  rated 
by  any  two  of  the  three  Rating  Agencies  (as  defined  herein),  at  the  time  of  the  initial  deposit  to 
the  escrow  fund  and  upon  any  substitution  or  subsequent  deposit  to  the  escrow  fund,  no  lower 
than  the  rating  then  maintained  by  the  respective  Rating  Agency  on  United  States  Obligations 
described  in  (i)  herein. 

For  purposes  of  this  Section  14,  "Rating  Agencies"  shall  mean  Moody's  Investors 
Service  Inc.  ,  Fitch  Ratings  ,  and  Standard  and  Poor's  Rating  Services,  a  division  of  The 
McGraw-Hill  Companies,  Inc.  ,  or  any  other  nationally-recognized  bond  rating  agency  which  is 
the  successor  to  any  of  the  foregoing  rating  agencies. 

15.  Official  Notice  of  Sale;  Receipt  of  Bids;  Bond  Award. 

(a)  Official  Notice  of  Sale.  The  form  of  proposed  Official  Notice  of  Sale 
inviting  bids  for  the  Series  201 4C  Bonds  (the  "Official  Notice  of  Sale")  submitted  to  the  Board 
is  approved  as  the  Official  Notice  of  Sale  inviting  bids  for  the  Series  201 4C  Bonds,  with  such 
changes,  additions  and  modifications  as  may  be  made  in  accordance  with  Section  21.  The 
Director  of  Public  Finance  is  authorized  and,  subject  to  a  determination  as  to  method  of  sale 
pursuant  to  Section  17,  directed  to  cause  to  be  mailed  or  otherwise  circulated  to  prospective 
bidders  for  the  Series  2014C  Bonds  copies  of  the  Official  Notice  of  Sale,  subject  to  such 
corrections,  revisions  or  additions  as  may  be  acceptable  to  the  Director  of  Public  Finance. 

(b)  Receipt  of  Bids.  In  the  event  of  a  competitive  sale,  bids  shall  be 
received  on  the  date  designated  by  the  Director  of  Public  Finance  pursuant  to  Section  4. 

(c)  Bond  Award.  As  provided  in  the  Official  Notice  of  Sale,  the  City  may 
reject  any  and  all  bids  received  for  any  reason.  The  Controller  is  authorized  to  award  the 
Series  201 4C  Bonds  to  the  responsible  bidder  whose  bid  (a)  is  timely  received  and  conforms 
to  the  Official  Notice  of  Sale,  except  to  the  extent  informalities  and  irregularities  are  waived  by 
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the  Controller,  in  consultation  with  the  City  Attorney  as  permitted  by  the  Official  Notice  of  Sale, 
and  (b)  represents  the  lowest  true  interest  cost  to  the  City  in  accordance  with  the  procedures 
described  in  the  Official  Notice  of  Sale.  The  award,  if  made,  shall  be  set  forth  in  a  certificate 
signed  by  the  Controller  setting  forth  the  terms  of  the  Series  2014C  Bonds  and  the  original 
purchasers  (the  "Bond  Award").  The  Controller  shall  provide  a  copy  of  the  Bond  Award  as 
soon  as  practicable  to  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  and  the  Director  of  Public 
Finance;  provided,  that  failure  to  provide  such  copy  shall  not  affect  the  validity  of  the  Bond 
Award. 

16.  Publication  of  Notice  of  Intention  to  Sell  Bonds.  The  form  of  proposed  Notice  of 
Intention  to  Sell  the  Series  2014C  Bonds  (the  "Notice  of  Intention  to  Sell  Bonds")  submitted  to 
the  Board  is  approved  as  the  Notice  of  Intention  to  Sell  the  Series  201 4C  Bonds,  and  the 
Director  of  Public  Finance  is  authorized  and,  subject  to  a  determination  as  to  method  of  sale 
pursuant  to  Section  17,  directed  to  cause  the  Notice  of  Intention  to  Sell  Bonds,  subject  to  such 
corrections,  revisions  or  additions  as  may  be  made  in  accordance  with  Section  21,  to  be 
published  once  in  The  Bond  Buyer  or  another  financial  publication  generally  circulated 
throughout  the  State  of  California. 

17.  Sale  of  Series  2014C  Bonds;  Solicitation  of  Competitive  Bids;  Negotiated  Sale. 

(a)  Solicitation  of  Competitive  Bids.  The  Board  authorizes  the  sale  of  the 
Series  2014C  Bonds  by  solicitation  of  competitive  bids  for  the  purchase  of  the  Series  2014C 
Bonds  on  the  date  and  at  the  place  determined  in  accordance  with  the  Official  Notice  of  Sale 
and  Section  4. 

(b)  Negotiated  Sale.  In  the  alternative,  each  of  the  Controller  and  the 
Director  of  Public  Finance,  acting  singly,  is  authorized  to  sell  the  Series  2014C  Bonds  by 
negotiated  sale  pursuant  to  the  form  of  Bond  Purchase  Contract  (the  "Bond  Purchase 
Contract")  submitted  with  this  Resolution  and  on  file  with  the  Clerk,  if  the  Controller,  upon  the 
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advice  of  the  Director  of  Public  Finance,  determines  that  a  negotiated  sale  is  expected  to 
provide  a  lower  cost  of  financing  or  more  flexibility  than  a  competitive  sale.  The  form  of  the 
Bond  Purchase  Contract  submitted  to  the  Board  is  approved  as  the  Bond  Purchase  Contract 
for  the  Series  2014C  Bonds,  with  such  changes,  additions  and  modifications  as  may  be  made 
in  accordance  with  Section  21 .  In  connection  with  any  negotiated  sale,  each  of  the  Controller 
and  the  Director  of  Public  Finance,  acting  singly,  is  further  authorized  to  select  one  or  more 
underwriters  for  the  sale  of  the  Series  2014C  Bonds  at  a  compensation  not  to  exceed  0.5%  of 
the  principal  amount  of  the  Series  2014C  Bonds  sold.  Costs  associated  with  the  issuance  of 
the  Series  2014C  Bonds,  described  in  more  detail  in  Section  11,  are  estimated  to  range  from 
approximately  $250,000  to  approximately  $500,000.  The  Controller  or  the  Director  of  Public 
Finance  shall  provide  the  name  of  the  underwriter  or  underwriters  selected  for  any  negotiated 
sale  at  the  earliest  practical  Board  meeting  occurring  after  the  selection  thereof,  together  with 
the  results  of  the  sale  in  accordance  with  Government  Code  Section  53509.5. 

1 8.  Disposition  of  Proceeds  of  Sale.  The  proceeds  of  sale  of  the  Series  2014C

The  form  of  proposed  Preliminary  Official  Statement 
describing  the  Series  2014C  Bonds  (the  "Preliminary  Official  Statement")  submitted  to  the 
Board  is  hereby  approved  as  the  Preliminary  Official  Statement  describing  the  Series  2014C 
Bonds,  with  such  additions,  corrections  and  revisions  as  may  be  determined  to  be  necessary 
or  desirable  made  in  accordance  with  Section  21.  The  Controller  is  authorized  to  cause  the 
distribution  of  a  Preliminary  Official  Statement  deemed  final  for  purposes  of  Securities  and 
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Exchange  Commission  Rule  15c2-12  promulgated  under  the  Securities  Exchange  Act  of 
1934,  as  amended  (the  "Rule"),  and  to  sign  a  certificate  to  that  effect.  The  Director  of  Public 
Finance  is  authorized  and  directed  to  cause  to  be  printed  and  mailed  or  electronically 
distributed  to  prospective  bidders  for  the  Series  201 4C  Bonds  the  Preliminary  Official 
Statement  in  substantially  the  form  of  the  Preliminary  Official  Statement  approved  by  this 
Resolution,  as  completed,  supplemented,  corrected  or  revised.  The  Controller  is  authorized 
and  directed  to  approve,  execute,  and  deliver  the  final  Official  Statement  with  respect  to  the 
Series  201 4C  Bonds,  which  final  Official  Statement  shall  be  in  the  form  of  the  Preliminary 
Official  Statement,  with  such  additions,  corrections  and  revisions  as  may  be  determined  to  be 
necessary  or  desirable  made  in  accordance  with  Section  21  and  as  are  permitted  under  the 
Rule.  The  Director  of  Public  Finance  is  authorized  and  directed  to  cause  to  be  printed  and 
mailed  or  electronically  distributed  the  final  Official  Statement  to  all  actual  initial  purchasers  of 
the  Series  2014C  Bonds. 

20.  Continuing  Disclosure  Certificate.  The  form  of  Continuing  Disclosure  Certificate 
(the  "Continuing  Disclosure  Certificate"),  to  be  executed  by  the  City  to  permit  the  original 
purchasers  of  the  Series  2014C  Bonds  to  comply  with  the  Rule,  submitted  to  the  Board  is 
hereby  approved  as  the  Continuing  Disclosure  Certificate,  with  such  additions,  corrections 
and  revisions  as  may  be  determined  to  be  necessary  or  desirable  made  in  accordance  with 
Section  21.  The  Controller  is  authorized  and  directed  to  execute  the  Continuing  Disclosure 
Certificate  on  behalf  of  the  City  and  deliver  the  Continuing  Disclosure  Certificate  to  the  original 
purchasers  of  the  Series  201 4C  Bonds. 

21  .Modification  to  Documents.  Any  City  official  authorized  by  this  Resolution  to 
execute  any  document  is  hereby  further  authorized,  in  consultation  with  the  City  Attorney,  to 
approve  and  make  such  changes,  additions,  amendments  or  modifications  to  the  document  or 
documents  such  official  is  authorized  to  execute  as  may  be  necessary  or  advisable  (provided 
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that  such  changes,  additions,  amendments  or  modifications  shall  not  authorize  an  aggregate 
principal  amount  of  Series  2014C  Bonds  in  excess  of  $24,000,000  or  conflict  with  the  terms  of 
Proposition  A  or  the  provisions  of  Section  4  hereof).  The  approval  of  any  change,  addition, 
amendment  or  modification  to  any  of  the  aforementioned  documents  shall  be  evidenced 
conclusively  by  the  execution  and  delivery  of  the  document  in  question. 

22.  Ratification  All  actions  heretofore  taken  by  officials,  employees  and  agents  of  the 
City  with  respect  to  the  sale  and  issuance  of  the  Series  201 4C  Bonds  are  hereby  approved, 
confirmed  and  ratified. 

23.  Relationship  to  Authorizing  Resolution.  In  the  event  of  any  conflict  between  this 
Resolution  and  the  Authorizing  Resolution,  the  terms  of  this  Resolution  shall  control. 

24.  Accountability  Reports.  The  Series  2014C  Bonds  are  subject  to  Article  VIII  of 
Chapter  2  of  the  City's  Administrative  Code.  The  Board  hereby  waives  the  sixty  (60)  day 
period  specified  in  San  Francisco  Administrative  Code  Section  2.71(b)  and  consents  to  the 
submission  of  the  accountability  report  specified  therein  on  June  25,  2014. 

25.  Citizens'  Oversight  Committee.  The  Series  2014C  Bonds  are  subject  to,  and 
incorporate  by  reference,  the  applicable  provisions  of  the  San  Francisco  Administrative  Code 
Sections  5.30-5.36  (the  "Citizens'  General  Obligation  Bond  Oversight  Committee").  Pursuant 
to  San  Francisco  Administrative  Code  Section  5.36,  the  Series  2014C  Bonds  are  not  subject 
to  the  requirement  set  forth  in  San  Francisco  Administrative  Code  Section  5.31(c),  pertaining 
to  the  deposit  of  a  portion  of  gross  bond  proceeds  in  a  fund  established  by  the  Controller's 
Office  to  cover  the  costs  of  the  Citizens'  General  Obligation  Bond  Oversight  Committee. 

26.  CEQA  Findings.  To  the  extent  that  proceeds  of  the  Series  201 4C  Bonds  are  used 
to  make  loans  to  finance  seismic  strengthening  of  unreinforced  masonry  buildings  for  the  Pier 
70  Project,  this  Board  adopts  and  incorporates  the  findings  set  forth  in  the  recitals  pertaining 
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to  CEQA  above,  and  includes  by  reference  as  though  fully  set  forth  herein  the  MMRP  for  the 
Pier  70  Project,  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  in  File  No.  140727 

2 7. Severability.  If  any  covenant,  agreement  or  provision,  or  any  portion  thereof, 
contained  in  this  Resolution,  or  the  application  thereof  to  any  person  or  circumstance,  is  held 
to  be  unconstitutional,  invalid  or  unenforceable,  the  remainder  of  this  Resolution  and  the 
application  of  any  such  covenant,  agreement  or  provision,  or  portion  thereof,  to  other  persons 
or  circumstances,  shall  be  deemed  severable  and  shall  not  be  affected  thereby,  and  this 
Resolution  and  the  Series  201 4C  Bonds  issued  pursuant  hereto  shall  remain  valid  and  the 
owners  of  the  Series  201 4C  Bonds  shall  retain  all  valid  rights  and  benefits  accorded  to  them 
under  the  laws  of  the  State  of  California. 

28.General  Authority.  The  Clerk  of  the  Board,  the  Mayor,  the  Treasurer,  the 
Controller,  the  Director  of  Public  Finance  and  the  City  Attorney  are  each  hereby  authorized 
and  directed  in  the  name  and  on  behalf  of  the  City  to  take  any  and  all  steps  and  to  issue, 
deliver  or  enter  into  any  and  all  certificates,  requisitions,  agreements,  notices,  consents,  and 
other  documents  as  may  be  necessary  to  give  effect  to  the  provisions  of  this  resolution, 
including  but  not  limited  to  letters  of  representations  to  any  depository  or  depositories  which 
they  or  any  of  them  might  deem  necessary  or  appropriate  in  order  to  consummate  the  lawful 
issuance,  sale  and  delivery  of  the  Series  201 4C  Bonds.

Resolution  authorizing  the  Port  of  San  Francisco  to  accept  a  gift  of  art  referred  to  as 
the  James  R.  Herman  Tribute  valued  at  $250,000  from  the  James  R.  Herman  Memorial 
Committee  for  display  at  the  new  James  R.  Herman  Cruise  Terminal  at  Pier  27. 

WHEREAS,  California  Statutes  of  1968,  Chapter  1333  (the  "Burton  Act")  and  the  San 
Francisco  Charter,  Section  4.114  and  B3.581,  empower  the  Port  Commission  ("Port 
Commission")  with  the  power  and  duty  to  use,  conduct,  operate,  maintain,  manage,  regulate 
and  control  the  lands  within  Port  Commission  jurisdiction;  and 

WHEREAS,  In  1998  the  Port  Commission  adopted  a  resolution  to  name  any  future 
cruise  terminal  on  Port  property  after  Port  Commissioner  James  R.  Herman,  a  Port 
Commissioner  from  1982  to  1998  and  Port  Commission  President  in  1990  and  1991;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  James  R.  Herman  Memorial  Committee  (Committee)  proposes  to 
unconditionally  give  the  Port  an  art  piece,  known  as  the  James  R.  Herman  Tribute  (Tribute) 
created  by  the  Floating  Point  Collective  (Artist),  intended  for  placement  within  the  James  R. 
Herman  Cruise  Terminal  (Cruise  Terminal)  that  recognizes  James  R.  Herman's  contributions 
and  work  on  labor  issues  within  San  Francisco  and  while  a  member  of  the  Port  Commission; 
and 

WHEREAS,  The  Tribute  (including  the  cost  of  installation  and  replacement  parts  for  a 
20  year  period)  has  an  estimated  value  of  $250,000;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Port  Commission  is  honored  to  receive  the  Committee's  offer  of  the

[Urging  Protection  of  the  San  Francisco  Bay-Delta  Estuary] 

Resolution  urging  the  on-going  Bay-Delta  planning  processes  of  the  Delta  Stewardship 
Council,  the  Bay  Delta  Conservation  Plan,  and  the  State  Water  Resources  Control 
Board,  and  protection  of  the  health  of  the  San  Francisco  Bay-Delta  Estuary. 

WHEREAS,  At  1,600  square  miles,  the  San  Francisco  Bay-Delta  Estuary  is  the  largest 
of  its  kind  on  the  West  Coast,  drains  nearly  40  percent  of  California's  land  area,  provides 
drinking  water  to  nearly  two-thirds  of  the  state's  population,  supplies  irrigation  water  to  four 
million  acres  of  farmland,  and  provides  the  critical  habitat  to  the  fish,  birds  and  many  other 
species  critical  to  the  local  ecosystem;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  San  Francisco  Bay  Area  is  the  United  States'  fourth  largest  exporting 
region,  accounting  for  36  percent  of  California's  exports;  hosts  over  16  million  visitors  each 
year,  who  add  over  $8  billion  to  the  Bay  Area  economy;  the  Sacramento-San  Joaquin  River 
Delta  generates  a  state-wide  economic  output  of  over  $5  billion  in  agriculture  and  related 
value-added  manufacturing  yearly;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  San  Francisco  Bay-Delta  Estuary  helps  to  power  these  economic 
engines,  is  the  globally  recognized  symbol  of  our  region,  and  its  health  reflects  on  our  region's 
capacities,  values,  and  vibrancy;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  San  Francisco  Bay  and  the  Sacramento-San  Joaquin  River  Delta  are 
at  risk  from  many  factors,  and  State  and  Federal  governments  are  proposing  large-scale 
changes  to  address  these  factors,  including  new  water  conveyance  through  and  around  the 
Delta  to  address  state-wide  water  supply  needs,  changes  to  the  Bay-Delta  ecosystem  to 
address  declining  ecosystem  health  and  fish  populations,  changes  to  land  use  authority  within 
the  Delta,  and  changes  to  water  allocations  and  management;  and 
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WHEREAS,  Bay-Delta  cities,  counties,  local  agencies,  and  other  impacted  entities 
need  a  key  and  meaningful  decision-making  role  in  these  proposed  changes;  and 

WHEREAS,  California's  State  Water  Resources  Control  Board  determined  in  2010 
that,  in  order  to  protect  public  trust  resources  in  the  Sacramento-San  Joaquin  Bay-Delta 
ecosystem,  75  percent  of  unimpaired  runoff  from  the  Sacramento-San  Joaquin  watershed 
should  flow  out  of  the  Delta  and  into  the  Estuary  during  the  critical  winter  and  spring  periods, 
compared  to  an  average  of  only  45  percent  of  estimated  unimpaired  inflow  that  actually 
drained  into  the  estuary  during  the  previous  decade;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Association  of  Bay  Area  Government/San  Francisco  Estuary 
Partnership's  201 1  State  of  the  Bay  report  also  indicates  that  limited  freshwater  inflows  are 
having  a  negative  impact  on  the  greater  San  Francisco  Bay-Delta  Estuary,  and  finds  that  fish 
abundance  and  diversity  are  declining  in  virtually  all  regions  of  the  Bay,  and 

WHEREAS,  Each  city  and  town  in  the  San  Francisco  Bay  area,  including  the  City  and 
County  of  San  Francisco,  may  be  impacted  by  planned  actions  in  the  Bay-Delta  through 
potential  changes  in  water  quality  and  quantity  and  the  health  of  the  San  Francisco  Bay-Delta 
Estuary;  and 

WHEREAS,  As  the  Association  of  Bay  Area  Governments  and  the  counties  of  Marin, 
Sonoma,  Napa,  Contra  Costa  and  San  Mateo  have  acknowledged  in  similar  resolutions,  San 
Francisco  recognizes  the  need  for  joint  action  and  advocacy  on  Bay-Delta  Estuary  issues; 

WHEREAS,  Organizations  such  as  the  Bay  Institute,  Friends  of  the  San  Francisco 
Estuary,  the  Natural  Resources  Defense  Council,  Tuolumne  River  Trust  and  Golden  Gate 
Salmon  Association,  working  alongside  governmental  agencies,  have  urged  that  the  following 
principles  be  applied  to  any  strategy  to  address  the  Bay-Delta  Estuary: 
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Bay-Delta  Ecosystem.  Recognize  that  protection  and  restoration  of  a  healthy 
sustainable  Bay-Delta  ecosystem  includes  adequate  water  quality,  outflow,  and  water 
supply,  to  support  fisheries,  wildlife  and  habitat  in  perpetuity. 
Delta  Outflows.  Recognize  that  the  Bay-Delta  ecosystem  has  been  in  a  state  of 
"chronic  drought"  due  to  current  water  management  practices,  and  ensure  adequate 
Delta  outflows  to  San  Francisco  Bay  to  support  fisheries,  wildlife,  habitat,  drinking 
water  quality  and  other  beneficial  uses. 

Regional  Self-Sufficiency.  Incorporate  sustainable  approaches  for  improved  water 
supply,  water  quality  and  reliability  through  the  overarching  principle  of  regional  self- 
sufficiency,  linked  specifically  to  reducing  reliance  on  exports  from  the  Delta  and 
reducing  the  current  impacts  on  the  Bay-Delta  ecosystem. 
Bay  and  Delta  Communities.  Protect  the  economic  viability  of  industry,  recreation, 
tourism,  fisheries,  and  agriculture,  and  the  ongoing  vitality  of  communities  throughout 
and  along  the  shoreline  of  the  greater  San  Francisco  Bay-Delta  Estuary. 
Hetch  Hetchv  Regional  Water  System.  Recognize  the  significance  of  the  Hetch  Hetchy 
Regional  Water  System  to  the  economic  well-being  of  the  San  Francisco  Bay  Area  by 
providing  a  reliable,  high-quality,  gravity-driven  water  supply  to  2.6  million  customers  in 
the  Bay  area.

Resolution  urging  the  United  States  Food  and  Drug  Administration  to  end  the  federal 
ban  on  blood  donation  by  gay  and  bisexual  men. 

WHEREAS,  Since  1983  the  Federal  Drug  Administration  (FDA)  has  banned  blood 
donations  by  any  man  who  has  had  sex  with  another  man  at  least  one  time  since  1977;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  FDA  cites  1977  as  the  start  of  the  AIDS  epidemic  and  that  men  who 
have  sex  with  men  (MSM)  are  at  a  greater  risk  of  HIV,  hepatitis  B  and  other  infections  that  can 
be  transmitted  by  transfusion;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  ban  on  blood  donations  by  men  who  have  had  sex  with  men  even 
once  since  1977  ignores  any  other  factors  regarding  the  individual's  risk  factor,  which  results 
in  a  blanket  discrimination  against  an  entire  segment  of  the  population;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  FDA  classifies  all  gay  men  in  the  highest-risk  blood-donor  category — 
the  same  category  as  IV  drug  users  and  people  who've  spent  more  than  five  years  since  1980 
in  a  country  that  has  Bovine  spongiform  encephalopathy,  known  more  commonly  as  mad  cow 
disease;  and 

WHEREAS,  Even  with  a  clean  bill  of  health,  a  gay  man  is  considered  more  of  a  threat 
to  the  blood  supply  than  a  straight  man  who  was  treated  for  chlamydia,  syphilis,  gonorrhea, 
venereal  warts,  and  genital  herpes  within  the  past  year;  and 

WHEREAS,  In  40  states,  a  man  can  even  give  blood  immediately  after  getting  a  tattoo;

WHEREAS,  Every  two  seconds,  someone  in  the  United  States  needs  a  blood  donation

WHEREAS,  Dr.  Tom  Waddell  was  born  in  1937  in  Paterson,  New  Jersey  and  was 
adopted  by  Gene  and  Hazel  Waddell,  former  vaudeville  acrobats  who  encouraged  Waddell  to 
excel  in  athletics,  including  gymnastics;  and 

WHEREAS,  In  1965,  after  obtaining  his  medical  degree  and  completing  his  medical 
internship  Dr.  Waddell  joined  the  civil  rights  movement  in  Selma,  Alabama;  and 

WHEREAS,  Dr.  Waddell  was  drafted  into  the  U.S.  Army  in  1966  and  became  a 
preventive-medicine  officer  and  paratrooper  and  subsequently,  a  conscientious  objector  upon 
being  notified  that  he  was  to  be  deployed  to  Vietnam;  and 

WHEREAS,  He  was  then  sent  to  train  as  a  decathlete  for  the  1968  Olympics  where  he 
placed  6th  among  33  competitors  and  set  five  personal  records  in  the  ten  events;  and

WHEREAS,  The  Airport's  Terminal  3  Program  includes  the  Boarding  Area  E 
Refurbishment  (BAE)  Project  and  the  Terminal  3  East  Improvements  (T3-East)  Project, 
among  other  future  projects;  and 

WHEREAS,  Originally,  these  two  projects  were  managed  separately,  but  as  work 
progressed  and  the  scope  of  the  renovations  to  Terminal  3  increased,  the  Airport  reorganized 
the  projects  into  the  Terminal  3  Program  and  reorganized  the  construction  management  (CM) 
contracts  for  both  projects,  adding  administrative  CM  services  to  maintain  consistency  of 
reports,  coordination  of  current  and  future  projects,  overall  program  oversight,  and  to  realize 
cost  savings  for  all  projects  within  the  Terminal  3  Program;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  original  purpose  of  Contract  No.  8974.9,  entitled  Construction 
Management  Services  for  Terminal  3,  Boarding  Area  E  Refurbishment  Project  ("Contract"), 
was  to  provide  CM  services  for  the  BAE  Project  only;  and 
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WHEREAS,  By  Resolution  No.  10-0265  dated  August  3,  2010,  the  Airport  Commission 
awarded  the  Contract  to  PGH  Wong  Engineering,  Inc.,  in  an  amount  not  to  exceed 
$1,757,250  and  with  a  duration  of  twenty-two  months;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  estimated  value  of  construction  for  the  BAE  Project  increased  from 
$23,800,000  to  $115,000,000,  resulting  in  Modification  No.  1  for  the  corresponding  increase  in 
required  CM  services.  By  Resolution  No.  12-0034  dated  February  21,  2012,  the  Commission 
authorized  Modification  No.  1  to  the  Contract  increasing  the  total  not  to  exceed  amount  to 
$5,223,000  for  CM  services  through  June  30,  2015;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  BAE  and  T3-East  Projects  were  reorganized  into  the  Terminal  3 
Program,  and  the  combined  estimated  value  of  construction  for  the  two  projects  is 
$300,000,000;  and 

WHEREAS,  By  Resolution  No.  13-0172  dated  August  12,  2013,  the  Commission 
authorized  Modification  No.  2  to  the  Contract  increasing  the  total  not-to-exceed  amount  to 
$9,165,000  to  fund  the  additional  CM  services  for  the  coordinated  BAE  and  T3-East  Projects 
through  June  30,  2014;  and 

WHEREAS,  By  Resolution  No.  14-0068  dated  April  22,  2014,  the  Commission 
authorized  Modification  No.  3  to  the  Contract  increasing  the  total  not-to-exceed  amount  to 
$12,000,000  for  Administrative  CM  services  through  June  30,  2015;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Airport  Director  estimates  that  the  total  amount  for  the  Contract 
services  through  February  1,  2017,  will  be  $13,700,000;  and 

WHEREAS,  San  Francisco  Charter,  Section  9.118(b)  provides  that  the  agreements 
entered  into  by  a  department,  Board  or  Commission  requiring  anticipated  expenditures  by  the 
City  and  County  often  million  dollars,  shall  be  subject  to  approval  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors 
by  resolution;  now,  therefore,  be  it

WHEREAS,  The  Airport's  Runway  Safety  Area  (RSA)  Program  is  a  Congressional 
mandate,  Public  Law  1 09-1 15,  to  enhance  the  safety  zones  at  the  runway  ends  by  December 
31,  2015;  and 

WHEREAS,  Phase  II  of  the  Program  consists  of  construction  on  runways  1L-19R  and 
1 R-19L  to  bring  the  two  runways  into  compliance  with  the  Runway  Safety  Act.  Contract  No. 
9230.9  entitled,  Construction  Management  Support  Services  for  the  Runway  Safety  Area 
Program  ("Contract"),  provides  construction  management  support  services  for  the  RSA 
Program  and  was  originally  forecast  to  be  under  $10  million. 

WHEREAS,  By  Resolution  No.  12-0190  dated  August  28,  2012,  the  Airport 
Commission  ("Commission")  awarded  the  Contract  to  Parsons  Brinckerhoff,  Inc.,  in  an  amount 
not  to  exceed  $2,600,000  for  the  first  year  of  services  with  the  option  for  three  one-year 
renewals;  and 

WHEREAS,  By  Resolution  No.  13-0210  dated  October  1,  2013,  the  Commission 
authorized  Modification  No.  1  the  Contract,  increasing  the  total  not-to-exceed  amount  to 
$3,880,000,  and  extending  the  duration  of  the  Contract  to  April  30,  2014;  and 
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WHEREAS,  By  Resolution  No.  14-0012  dated  January  29,  2014,  the  Commission 
authorized  Modification  No.  2  to  the  Contract,  increasing  the  total  not-to-exceed  amount  to 
$9,880,000,  and  extending  the  duration  of  the  Contract  to  July  31 ,  2014;  and

WHEREAS,  The  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  (City)  presently  leases  premises 
located  at  258A  Laguna  Honda  Boulevard  (Premises)  on  a  month-to-month  basis  for  use  by 
the  Office  of  the  Public  Defender  (OPD)  in  providing  legal  services  for  clients  at  the  Juvenile 
Justice  Center;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Real  Estate  Division,  at  the  request  of  OPD,  negotiated  a  lease 
agreement  for  the  Premises  with  the  property  owner,  Choo  Laguna  LLC  (Landlord),  a  copy  of 
which  is  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  in  File  No.  140701  (the  Lease
